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GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 


BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Selectman  Joseph  Norton,  who  was  re-elected  this  year,  also  completed 
the  second  of  two,  consecutive  years  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Selectman  James  Pollard  was  also  re-elected  in  2004.  These  two  public  offi¬ 
cials  continue  to  serve  our  community  with  distinction. 

Before  I  delve  into  the  events  and  accomplishments  of  the  past  year,  I 
would  like  to  note  that  Scituate  will  continue  to  face  severe  budget  constraints 
in  the  coming  year.  As  I  have  stated  on  numerous  occasions,  Scituate  is  not 
unlike  other  communities  across  this  state:  we  are  a  town  of  limited  resources 
and  unlimited  needs.  It  is  a  difficult  task  to  balance  those  conflicting  condi¬ 
tions,  yet  it  is  a  problem  we  are  forced  to  resolve  on  a  daily  basis.  It  is  criti¬ 
cal  that  as  public  officials  we  open  our  budgets  to  public  scrutiny  and  invite 
debate  from  those  people  who  are  ultimately  responsible  for  paying  the  bills 
—  the  taxpayers  of  this  town.  At  the  very  least,  we  owe  them  an  honest 
response  when  they  demand  to  know  how  their  money  is  spent. 

Scituate  continues  to  deal  with  the  proposed  restoration  of  the  Greenbush 
commuter  railroad  and  its  impact  on  our  community.  The  work  of  Susan 
Phippen,  liaison  to  the  town  on  the  Greenbush  rail  project,  has  been  invalu¬ 
able.  She  has  tirelessly  met  with  the  MBTA,  town  departments  and  abutters 
to  the  line  and  has  kept  everyone  “up  to  speed”  at  all  times.  We  are  thankful 
for  her  excellent  work  on  the  town’s  behalf.  The  Greenbush  sewer  expansion 
project  is  nearing  completion  as  the  rail  project  begins  to  transform  the 
Driftway.  Phase  II  of  the  sewer  project,  which  encompasses  First  and  Second 
Cliffs,  received  the  necessary  permits  from  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  and  will  soon  be  under  construction. 

As  a  result  of  last  year’s  revision  to  the  town’s  Charter,  Scituate  held  its 
first  Saturday  Town  Meeting  this  year.  Despite  the  implementation  of  a  new 
zero  quorum  requirement,  Town  Meeting  was  well  attended. 

Construction  is  expected  to  begin  next  year  on  a  new  Senior  Center, 
which  was  overwhelmingly  approved  by  voters  at  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
September.  This  project  is  the  culmination  of  years  of  surveys  and  studies, 
along  with  a  tremendous  amount  of  “sweat  and  hard  work”  by  the  Council  on 
Aging,  the  Director  of  Senior  Services  and  many  residents.  The  new  center, 
which  will  be  built  to  accommodate  an  expanding  population  of  senior  citi¬ 
zens,  will  be  located  behind  the  town  library.  At  that  same  Special  Town 
Meeting,  voters  approved  the  purchase  of  Young’s  Boatyard  (Harbourtown 
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Marina)  on  Edward  Foster  Road  at  a  cost  of  $4.2  million.  The  intent  of  the 
purchase  is  to  preserve  control  of  this  valuable  waterfront  property  from 
future  private  development.  Once  again,  this  successful  endeavor  was  the 
result  of  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Trust  for  Public  Land,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  a  dedicated  group  of  residents. 

Our  community  suffered  a  painful  and  unexpected  loss  when  we  learned 
that  St.  Frances  Cabrini  Church  was  one  of  hundreds  of  churches  across  the 
Commonwealth  ordered  closed  this  fall  by  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston.  In 
response,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  formed  a  special  committee  to  look  into 
the  possible  purchase  of  this  property  by  the  town.  On  a  brighter  note,  resi¬ 
dents  in  Scituate  and  throughout  the  South  Shore  applauded  the  return  of  the 
movies  as  the  Mill  Wharf  movie  theatre  returned  to  Front  Street.  The  entire 
town  joined  in  the  celebration  as  the  Scituate  Junior  League  Baseball  team 
won  the  state  title.  Scituate’s  Junior  League  team  joined  the  heralded  ranks 
of  sports  champions  in  2004,  along  with  the  Red  Sox  and  the  New  England 
Patriots. 

In  response  to  the  Legislature’s  elimination  of  the  so-called  ‘Sunday  Blue 
Laws,’  selectmen  voted  in  February  to  allow  year-round  Sunday  openings  for 
package  stores  in  Scituate. 

Following  a  year  of  public  hearings,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
approved  a  40B  application  by  the  developers  of  Oceanside  Village.  In  the 
end,  the  Board  significantly  decreased  the  size  of  the  project  to  150  units,  63 
of  which  are  deemed  affordable  housing.  The  controversy  surrounding  the 
state’s  affordable  housing  application  process  will  continue  this  year  in 
Scituate  and  in  cities  and  towns  across  the  Commonwealth.  I  commend 
Chairman  Brian  Sullivan  for  his  decision  to  remain  as  he  guided  the  Board 
through  this  prolonged  process. 

I  believe  that  among  the  most  significant  accomplishments  this  year  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  our  committee  appointments.  I  compliment  my 
fellow  board  members  for  the  outstanding  quality  of  their  appointees  to  these 
invaluable  committees  and  I  thank  all  those  who  volunteer  countless  hours 
each  week.  In  particular,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  our  newest 
committees:  Streetscapes,  did  a  great  deal  of  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
Greenbush  rail  project,  Renewable  Energy,  which  was  formed  to  study  wind 
power  as  an  alternative  source  of  energy  for  Scituate,  Financial  Forecast, 
which  was  formed  by  a  vote  of  Special  Town  Meeting,  and  Water  Study, 
which  has  submitted  its  final  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  community  saluted  the  heroic  efforts  of  Assistant  Harbormaster 
Nicholas  Anderson,  the  Harbormaster’s  Office,  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  and  the  US  Coast  Guard,  for  the  lives  they  saved  during  a  severe 
summer  storm  on  July  31st.  By  their  actions,  the  lives  of  29  boaters  were 
saved  that  night  in  treacherous  conditions  on  the  North  River. 
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In  closing,  I  would  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  our  office  staff,  Kim 
Donovan,  Sheila  Manning  and  Town  Administrator  Richard  Agnew.  Kim  is  a 
consummate  professional.  She  is  essential  to  the  operation  of  our  office  and 
always  considerate  to  the  citizens  of  this  town.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Ms. 
Manning  for  developing  the  innovative  and  successful  mail-in  sticker  pro¬ 
gram,  which  alleviated  the  traditionally  long  lines  for  beach  and  transfer  sta¬ 
tion  stickers.  Our  community  is  strengthened  by  the  dedication  of  all  our  town 
employees  and  hundreds  of  volunteers.

The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  Personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all  per¬ 
sonnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints  all 
department  heads  and  employees  except  the  Town  Accountant  and  Town 
Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  general  supervision  of  all  departments 
and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and  administrative  records  of  Town 
activities. 

The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  all  Town  property  including  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of  all 
Town  property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he  pre¬ 
pares  and  submits  the  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

My  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department  heads,  Town  employ¬ 
ees  and  especially  Sheila  Manning  and  Kim  Donovan  for  an  enjoyable  and 
successful  year.

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ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Town  Moderator  appoints  nine  citizens  of  the  Town  to  serve  on  the 
Advisory  Committee  for  staggered  terms  of  three  (3)  years  each.  The 
Committee  reviews  and  conducts  hearings  on  all  articles  in  any  warrant  com¬ 
ing  before  Town  Meeting.  In  addition,  the  Town  Administrator  is  required  to 
submit  the  budget  proposal  for  each  year  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for 
review  and  recommendations. 

The  Committee’s  comments  and  recommendations  on  all  articles  and 
budgets  are  published  in  the  Advisory  Committee  booklet  available  prior  to 
each  Town  Meeting. 

The  Advisory  Committee  also  oversees  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the 
Town’s  Reserve  Fund  ($90,000.00  annually).  Such  transfers  are  for  extraor¬ 
dinary  and  unforeseen  expenses  incurred  by  the  Town  and  can  be  executed 
without  calling  a  special  Town  meeting. 

Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  serve  as  liaisons  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee,  the  Community  Preservation  Committee,  the  Financial 
Forecasting  Committee,  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Street  Acceptance 
Committee  and  the  Waterways  Committee. 

This  year  we  welcomed  Constantine  Constantinides  back  to  the 
Committee.  Marla  Minier  left  the  Committee  after  six  years  of  service  and 
we  are  all  tremendously  grateful  for  the  many  contributions  she  made  during 
her  tenure.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 


The  Town  Clerk’s  office  maintained  a  rapid  pace  throughout  2004.  A 
Presidential  year  always  assures  a  full  schedule,  but  there  were  many  addi¬ 
tional  activities  this  year. 

This  year,  the  Town  participated  in  three  Town  Meetings.  For  the  first 
time,  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  was  held  on  a  Saturday.  The  change 
in  meeting  date  was  a  result  of  the  Charter  revision  voted  by  the  Town  in 
2002.  The  March  Annual  Meeting  voted  significant  changes  in  Water 
Resource  Protection  and  in  Accessory  Dwellings.  At  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  June,  the  Town  welcomed  a  new  Moderator.  After  many  years  of 
outstanding  service,  Peter  Leavitt  did  not  run  for  re-election.  Richard  Bowen 
became  the  new  moderator.  Also  at  the  June  Special  Town  Meeting,  through 
the  Community  Preservation  revenue  distribution  vote,  the  Town  supported 
land  acquisition  for  open  space  purposes  and  the  establishment  of  reserves  for 
Community  Housing  and  Historic  Preservation.  In  September,  among  other 
articles  at  the  second  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  appropriate 
the  funds  to  build  a  senior  center  and  to  purchase,  for  recreational  purposes, 
the  land  known  as  “Young’s  Boatyard’’. 

On  May  17,  2004,  by  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  decision,  same  sex 
marriages  became  lawful  in  Massachusetts.  Four  couples  applied  for  mar¬ 
riage  licenses  on  that  day.  Ultimately,  six  same-sex  couples  were  married 
within  a  month  of  that  date. 

This  Presidential  Election  was  the  first  nation-wide  election  held  since 
the  passage  of  the  Congressional  legislation  known  as  the  Help  America  Vote 
Act  (HAVA).  In  2002,  Congress  legislated  many  changes  in  process  to  assure 
accessibility  of  voter  rights  across  the  nation.  This  required  changes  in 
process  in  all  communities  -  resulting  in  a  re-tooling  of  election  instructions 
and  accountability.  The  Clerk’s  office  spent  considerable  time  on  training  and 
on  refining  the  systems  used  in  the  election  process.  We  worked  closely  with 
the  State  on  all  of  the  particulars.  Of  the  14,328  voters  in  Scituate,  the  elec¬ 
tion  produced  a  record  turn  out  of  10,931  voters. 

The  year  2004  has  been  a  steep  learning  curve  for  the  staff  in  this  office. 
Assistant  Town  Clerk  Mary  Sancinito,  Nancy  Curran,  Senior  Staff;  and  I 
appreciate  all  of  the  very  kind  assistance  we  have  received  -  from  all  the  other 
Town  departments  and  the  general  public  as  well.  We  look  forward  to  the 
opportunity  to  continue  to  serve  in  2005.

For 
units  located  in  a  Residential  Zoning  District,  the  use  restriction 
may  be  revocable  upon  sale  of  the  principal  residence,  after  a  min¬ 
imum  of  five  years  of  actual  occupancy  by  a  qualified  renter  as 
evidenced  by  certification  in  Paragraph  6  below.

9.  The  affordable  accessory  dwelling  must  be  designed  so  that 
the  appearance  of  the  building  remains  unchanged  to  the 
maximum  extent  practical.  Unless  otherwise  required  by  the 
Massachusetts  Building  Code,  any  new  exterior  stairs  needed 
to  provide  primary  or  secondary  means  of  egress  for  the 
affordable  accessory  dwelling  shall  be  located  on  the  side  or 
rear  of  the  building. 

10.  The  design  and  size  of  the  affordable  accessory  dwelling 
shall  conform  to  all  applicable  standards  in  the  building, 
plumbing,  electrical,  mechanical,  fire,  health  and  any  other 
applicable  codes. 

11.  The  septic  system  serving  the  affordable  accessory  dwelling 
shall  meet  current  Title  V  regulations  and  shall  be  reviewed 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.  If  the  property  is 
served  by  sewer,  application  for  an  increase  in  flow  must  be 
approved  prior  to  issuance  of  a  building  permit  for  the 
affordable  accessory  dwelling. 
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E.  Additional  Requirements  for  Affordable  Accessory  Dwellings  in 
a  Residence  District 

In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  Section  530.5  D.,  an  affordable 
accessory  dwelling  permitted  in  a  Residence  District  must  meet  the  fol¬ 
lowing  design  standards: 

1.  The  affordable  accessory  dwelling  must  be  located  within  the 
interior  of  and  under  the  same  roof  as  a  single-family  home  or 
in  a  structure  attached  thereto. 

2.  The  lot  where  the  affordable  accessory  dwelling  is  located 
must  conform  to  the  minimum  lot  area,  width  and  frontage 
requirements  of  Section  610. 

3.  Not  more  than  one  affordable  accessory  dwelling  unit  shall  be 
permitted  in  a  single-family  home  or  in  an  attached  or 
detached  structure. 

4.  For  an  affordable  accessory  dwelling  in  a  single-family  home 
or  in  an  attached  or  detached  structure  on  the  same  lot  as  a 
single-family  home,  the  owner  must  occupy  one  of  the  units  as 
a  permanent  legal  residence. 

5.  The  living  space  in  an  affordable  accessory  dwelling  shall  not 
exceed  a  maximum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  square  feet  or 
forty  percent  of  the  total  square  footage  of  the  primary 
dwelling,  whichever  is  greater,  and  shall  contain  no  more  than 
two  bedrooms.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  computation 
of  maximum  floor  area  shall  be  limited  to  the  principal  resi¬ 
dence  and  shall  exclude  the  floor  area  in  an  attached  or 
detached  structure. 

F.  Additional  Requirements  for  Affordable  Accessory  Dwellings  in 
a  Business  District 

In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  530.5  D.,  an  affordable  accessory 
dwelling  permitted  in  a  Business  District  must  meet  the  following: 

1.  No  more  than  three  affordable  accessory  dwellings  may  be 
permitted  in  any  one  building. 

2.  The  dwelling  must  be  located  above  the  first  floor  or  street 
level  of  a  structure  used  principally  for  businesses,  except  that 
one  affordable  accessory  dwelling  may  be  located  on  the  first 
floor  if: 

a.  The  dwelling  is  entered  from  a  side  of  the  building  other  than 
that  facing  the  street,  and 

b.  The  dwelling  unit  has  direct  access  to  the  parking  spaces  asso¬ 
ciated  with  it,  and 

c.  The  unit  is  accessible  to  persons  with  disabilities,  determined 
by  the  building  commissioner  to  meet  applicable  regulations 
of  the  Massachusetts  Architectural  Access  Board  for  dwelling 
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unit  interiors,  entrances,  accessible  routes  and  parking,  and 
occupied  by  a  qualified  renter  household  with  one  or  more 
persons  with  disabilities. 

G.  Affordable  Accessory  Apartment  by  Special  Permit 

1.  Application  for  a  Special  Permit  for  an  affordable  accessory 
dwelling  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  of  Section 
530.3. 

2.  Where  a  single  family  home  is  located  on  a  conforming  lot 
within  the  Residence  A-l  and  A-2  Zoning  Districts,  the 
Planning  Board  may  issue  a  Special  Permit  for  an  affordable 
accessory  dwelling  in  a  detached  structure  on  the  same  lot 
such  as  a  garage  or  barn. 

3.  The  Planning  Board  may  issue  a  Special  Permit  for  an  afford¬ 
able  accessory  dwelling  on  a  nonconforming  lot  in  the 
Residence  A-l  or  A-2  Zoning  Districts. 

4.  Where  an  affordable  accessory  dwelling  is  proposed  to  be 
located  within  the  Business  District,  the  Planning  Board  may 
allow  more  than  three  affordable  accessory  dwellings  in  one 
building  or  waive  the  requirements  of  Section  F.  2.  if  a  Special 
Permit  is  issued  in  accordance  with  this  Section. 

5.  The  Planning  Board  retains  the  right  to  revoke  a  Special 
Permit  issued  hereunder  if  the  applicant  violates  any  provi¬ 
sion  of  this  By-law  or  any  condition  imposed  upon  the 
issuance  of  the  Special  Permit.  Revocation  may  occur  only 
after  a  hearing  held  on  notice  to  the  applicant. 

H.  Submission  of  Use  Restriction  and  Owners  Affidavit 

No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  for  an  affordable  accessory 
dwelling  until  the  applicant  submits  the  following  documentation  to  the 
Planning  Board,  who  shall  immediately  notify  the  Building 
Commissioner  that  it  has  been  provided: 

1.  A  copy  of  the  affordable  housing  use  restriction  or  regulatory 
agreement  and  declaration  of  restrictive  covenants,  signed  by 
the  owner  and  the  town,  the  original  of  which  must  be  filed  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

2.  A  notarized  affidavit  from  the  owner  of  the  property,  indicat¬ 
ing  that  the  unit  is  intended  for  occupancy  by  a  qualified 
renter,  that  the  owner  will  provide  annual  certification  of  com¬ 
pliance  with  this  By-law  as  required  in  Section  D.6  above,  and 
in  the  case  of  an  affordable  accessory  dwelling  in  a  single  fam¬ 
ily  home  or  in  a  detached  structure  on  the  same  lot,  that  the 
owner  will  occupy  one  of  the  dwelling  units  on  the  premises.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Scituate  Zoning  Map  by  chang¬ 
ing  the  boundaries  of  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District,  to  that  area 
shown  as  the  Proposed  Water  Resources  Protection  District  on  a  map  titled 
Town  of  Scituate  Proposed  Water  Resource  Protection  District  by 
Comprehensive  Environmental,  Inc.  dated  December  9,  2003,  and  to  amend 
Scituate  Zoning  By-law  Section  510,  Water  Resources  Protection  District,  by 
inserting  the  following  new  words  in  bold  type  into  this  section,  as  shown 
below: 

Note:  Type  in  alternate  typeface  indicates  changes  to  the  existing  zoning 
By-law  with  regard  to  water  resources  protection. 

510  Water  Resources  Protection  District 

510.1  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  is  to  safeguard 
and  protect  Scituate’s  sources  of  water  supply.  This  By-law  is  intended  to  pre¬ 
serve  and  maintain  the  filtration  and  purification  of  the  land,  the  ground  water 
table,  the  purity  of  ground  water  and  surface  water  supplies,  to  conserve  the 
natural  environment,  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare  and  to 
comply  with  state  law. 

5 10.2  Findings 

The  Town  of  Scituate  finds  that: 

A.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond,  Tack  Factory  Pond  and  The  Reservoir  and 
their  watersheds  and  tributaries,  and  the  groundwater  underlying  Scituate  are 
the  primary  sources  of  Scituate’s  existing  and  future  drinking  water  supply; 

B.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  is  listed  in  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Protections  water  withdrawal  permit  as  Scituate’s  surface 
water  supply  source; 

C.  The  water  resource  is  integrally  connected  with,  and  flows  into,  the 
reservoir,  surface  waters,  lakes,  streams  and  coastal  estuaries  which  constitute 
significant  recreational  and  economic  resources  of  the  town  used  for  bathing 
and  other  water-related  recreation,  shellfishing  and  fishing; 

D.  Accidental  spills  and  discharges  of  petroleum  products  and  other  toxic 
and  hazardous  materials  and  sewage  discharge  have  repeatedly  threatened  the 
quality  of  such  ground  water  supplies  and  related  water  resources  throughout 
towns  in  Massachusetts,  posing  potential  public  health  and  safety  hazards  and 
threatening  economic  losses  to  the  affected  communities. 

510.3  Water  Resources  Protection  District 

The  Water  Resources  Protection  District,  as  shown  on  a  map  entitled 
Town  of  Scituate  Proposed  Water  Resources  Protection  District  by 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Inc.,  dated  December  9,  2003,  shall  be  con- 
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sidered  superimposed  over  any  other  district  established  in  this  By-law.  The 
requirements  enumerated  hereafter  for  the  Water  Resources  Protection 
District  shall  be  in  addition  to,  rather  than  in  place  of,  the  requirements  for  the 
underlying  district.  Where  the  boundary  line  of  the  Water  Resources 
Protection  District  divides  any  lot  existing  at  the  time  such  line  is  established, 
the  regulations  established  hereunder  shall  not  apply  to  the  portion  of  such  lot 
located  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District,  provided  such  lot  does 
not  extend  more  than  twenty-five  feet  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection 
District.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  Buffer  Zone  boundaries  estab¬ 
lished  in  Section  510.5.  below. 

510.4  Use  and  Activity  Regulations 

A.  Within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  district  the  following  uses  and 
activities  are  specifically  prohibited: 

1.  sanitary  landfill  or  other  disposal  of  solid  waste  not  including 
private  septic  systems; 

2.  motor  vehicle  salvage  operations  and  junk  yards; 

3.  municipal  sewage  treatment  facilities  with  on-site  disposal  of 
primary  treated  or  secondary-treated  effluent; 

4.  treatment  or  disposal  works  subject  to  314  CMR  3.00  or  5.00 
within  400  feet  of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  and  within  200  feet 
of  its  tributaries  and  associated  water  bodies,  Tack  Factory  Pond 
and  the  Reservoir,  except  for  the  following: 

a.  the  replacement  or  repair  of  an  existing  treatment  or  disposal 
works  that  will  not  result  in  a  design  capacity  greater  than  the 
design  capacity  of  the  existing  treatment  or  disposal  works; 

b.  treatment  or  disposal  works  for  sanitary  sewage  if  necessary  to 
treat  existing  sanitary  sewage  discharges  in  non-compliance 
with  Title  5,  310  CMR  15.00,  provided  the  facility  owner 
demonstrates  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protections  (DEPs)  satisfaction  that  there  are  no 
other  feasible  siting  locations  further  from  the  Pond  or  tributary. 
Any  such  facility  must  be  permitted  in  accordance  with  314 
CMR  5.00  and  must  disinfect  the  effluent. 

c.  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP) 
approved  treatment  works  designed  for  treatment  of  contaminat¬ 
ed  ground  or  surface  waters  and  operated  in  compliance  with 
314  CMR  5.05(3)  or  5.05(13). 

d.  Discharge  by  a  public  water  system  of  waters  incidental  to  water 
treatment  processes. 

5.  car  or  truck  wash  establishments; 

6.  stockpiling  road  salt  or  other  de-icing  chemicals; 

7.  installation  of  any  underground  fuel  or  other  storage  tanks, 
including  any  tanks  or  collection  pits  (wholly  or  partially  below 
mean  ground  elevation)  but  not  including  private  septic  systems; 
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8.  dumping  of  snow  from  outside  the  district; 

9.  dry  cleaning  establishments; 

10.  self  service  laundries,  unless  connected  to  public  sewerage; 

11.  airplane,  boat  and  motor  vehicle  service  and  repair  establish¬ 
ments,  including  auto  body  shops; 

12.  storage  and/or  sale  of  petroleum  or  other  refined  petroleum 
products,  except  within  buildings  which  it  will  heat  or  in 
amounts  normally  associated  with  household  or  agricultural 
uses; 

13.  the  storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in 
M.G.L.C.21E,  and/or  liquid  petroleum  products  unless  such  stor¬ 
age  is 

a.  above  ground  level, 

b.  on  an  impervious  surface,  and 

c.  outdoors  in  covered  container(s)  or  in  above  ground  (tanks) 
within  a  building. 

14.  the  storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in 
M.G.L.C.21E,  and/or  liquid  petroleum  products  within  400  feet 
of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  and  within  200  feet  of  its  tributaries 
and  associated  water  bodies  unless  such  storage  is  incidental  to: 

a.  normal  household  use,  outdoor  maintenance,  or  the  heating  of  a 
structure; 

b.  use  of  emergency  generators;  or 

c.  a  response  action  conducted  or  performed  in  accordance  with 
M.G.L.C.21E  and  310  CMR  40.00  and  which  is  exempt  from  a 
ground  water  discharge  permit  pursuant  to  314  CMR  5.05(14) 
and 

provided  the  storage  is: 

d.  above  ground  level, 

e.  on  an  impervious  surface,  and 

f.  outdoors  in  covered  container(s)  or  in  above  ground  (tanks) 
within  a  building  and 

g.  in  an  area  designed  &  operated  to  hold  either  10%  of  the  total 
possible  storage  capacity  of  all  containers  or  110%  of  the  largest 
containers  storage  capacity,  whichever  is  greater.  This  require¬ 
ment  does  not  apply  to  the  replacement  of  existing  tanks  or  sys¬ 
tems  for  the  keeping,  dispensing  or  storing  or  gasoline  provided 
the  replacement  complies  with  applicable  state  and  Scituate 
requirements. 

15.  metal  plating,  finishing  or  polishing  establishment; 

16.  chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratories; 

17.  burial  in  any  cemetery  or  other  place  within  100  feet  of  the  high 
water  mark  of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  or  a  tributary  thereto. 

18.  storage  of  herbicides,  pesticides  or  fertilizers,  other  than  in 
amounts  normally  associated  with  household  or  agricultural  uses; 
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19.  storage  of  animal  manure  unless  covered  or  contained  within  a 
structure  designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and  escape  of  cont¬ 
aminated  runoff  or  leachate; 

20.  stabling,  hitching,  standing,  feeding  or  grazing  of  livestock  or 
other  domestic  animals  within  100  feet  of  the  bank  of  Old  Oaken 
Bucket  Pond  or  a  tributary  thereto. 

21.  electronic  circuit  assembly  establishment; 

22.  hotel  or  motel,  unless  connected  to  public  sewerage; 

23.  painting,  wood  preserving  and  furniture  stripping  establishment; 

24.  photographic  processing  establishment; 

25.  machine  shops  using  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  in  any  part  of 
the  production  process; 

26.  printing  establishment; 

27.  earth  removal,  consisting  of  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand,  gravel 
or  any  other  earth  material  to  within  4  feet  of  historical  high 
groundwater  as  determined  from  monitoring  wells  and  historical 
water  table  fluctuation  data  compiled  by  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  unless  substances  removed  are  replaced 
within  45  days  of  the  removal  on  the  site  to  achieve  a  final  grad¬ 
ing  greater  than  four  feet  above  the  historical  high  water  mark, 
and  except  for  excavations  for  building  foundations,  roads,  util¬ 
ity  works,  or  wetland  restoration  work  conducted  in  accordance 
with  a  valid  Order  of  Conditions  issued  pursuant  to 
M.G.L.c.l31,§40. 

28.  any  floor  drainage  system  in  existing  facilities,  in  industrial  or 
commercial  hazardous  material  and/or  hazardous  waste  process 
areas  or  storage  areas,  which  discharges  to  the  ground  without  a 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP) 
permit  or  authorization.  Any  existing  facility  with  such  a 
drainage  system  shall  be  required  to  either  seal  the  floor  drain 
(in  accordance  with  the  state  plumbing  code,  248  CMR  2.00), 
connect  the  drain  to  a  municipal  sewer  system  (with  all  appro¬ 
priate  permits  and  pre-treatment),  or  connect  the  drain  to  a  hold¬ 
ing  tank  meeting  the  requirements  of  all  appropriate  DEP  regu¬ 
lations  and  policies. 

29.  swimming,  wading,  or  bathing  in  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond. 

30.  any  other  use,  which  involves  as  a  principal  activity  the  manu¬ 
facture,  storage,  use,  transportation  or  disposal  of  toxic  or  haz¬ 
ardous  materials,  except  as  allowed  by  special  permit  below. 

B.  Within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  the  following  uses 
shall  be  allowed  only  upon  receipt  of  a  special  permit,  issued  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  510.2  of  this  By-law: 

1.  any  use  involving  secondary  usage  or  storage  of  toxic  or  haz¬ 
ardous  materials  in  quantities  greater  than  normally  associated 
with  household  use; 
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2.  any  use  involving  secondary  and  minimal  usage  or  storage  of 
herbicides,  pesticides  or  fertilizers,  other  than  the  amounts  nor¬ 
mally  associated  with  household  or  agricultural  use; 

3.  golf  course,  either  for  private  or  public  use. 

C.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 

The  special  permit  granting  authority  (SPGA)  under  this  By-law  shall  be 
the  planning  board.  Such  special  permit  shall  be  granted  if  the  SPGA  deter¬ 
mines,  in  conjunction  with  the  department  of  public  works,  board  of  health 
and  conservation  commission,  that  the  intent  of  this  By-law,  as  well  as  its  spe¬ 
cific  criteria  are  met.  In  making  such  determination,  the  SPGA  shall  give  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  simplicity,  reliability  and  feasibility  of  the  control  measures 
proposed  and  the  degree  of  threat  to  water  quality  which  would  result  if  the 
control  measures  failed.  The  SPGA  shall  explain  any  departures  from  the  rec¬ 
ommendations  of  other  town  agencies  in  its  decision. 

D.  Review  by  Other  Town  Agencies 

Upon  receipt  of  the  special  permit  application,  the  SPGA  shall  transmit 
one  COW  to  the  department  of  public  works,  conservation  commission,  and 
board  of  health  for  their  written  recommendations.  Failure  to  respond  in  writ¬ 
ing  within  forty-five  days  of  receipt  by  the  board  shall  indicate  approval  or  no 
desire  to  comment  by  said  agency.  The  necessary  number  of  copies  of  the 
application  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

E.  Special  Permit  Criteria 

Special  permits  under  this  section  shall  be  granted  only  if  the  SPGA 
determines,  in  conjunction  with  the  town  agencies  as  specified  above,  that 
ground-water  and  surface-water  quality  and  quantity  resulting  from  on-site 
waste  disposal  and  other  on-site  operations  will  not  fall  below  federal  or  state 
standards  for  drinking  water  at  the  down-gradient  property  boundary. 

F.  Submittals 

In  applying  for  a  special  permit  required  by  this  section,  the  information 
listed  below  shall  be  submitted: 

1.  A  complete  list  of  chemicals,  pesticides,  herbicides,  fertilizers, 
fuels  and  other  potentially  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  to  be  used 
or  stored  on  the  premises  in  quantities  greater  than  those  associ¬ 
ated  with  normal  household  use,  accompanied  by  a  description  of 
measures  proposed  to  protect  all  storage  containers/facilities  from 
vandalism,  corrosion  and  leakage,  and  to  provide  for  control  of 
spills. 

2.  A  description  of  potentially  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be  gen¬ 
erated,  indicating  storage  and  disposal  methods. 

3.  Evidence  of  approval  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  of  any  industrial  waste  treat¬ 
ment  or  disposal  system  or  any  wastewater  treatment  system  over 
fifteen  thousand  gallons  per  day  capacity. 
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4.  Projections  of  down-gradient  concentrations  of  nitrogen,  phos¬ 
phorus,  and  other  relevant  chemicals  to  be  disposed  of  on-site,  at 
property  boundaries  and  other  locations  deemed  pertinent  by  the 
planning  board,  prepared  by  a  hydrogeologist  or  registered-  pro¬ 
fessional  engineer  possessing  experience  and  education  in  water 
supply  protection  and  hydrology. 

510.5  Buffer  Zone 

A.  Non-Disturbance  Buffer  Zone 

A  Non-Disturbance  Buffer  Zone  shall  exist  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
horizontally  from  the  high  water  mark  of  Tack  Factory  Pond  Reservoir  and 
from  the  edge  of  all  tributaries  in  the  reservoir  watershed.  Within  this  buffer 
zone,  in  addition  to  all  other  restrictions  of  the  Water  Resources  Protection 
District,  the  following  additional  activities  are  prohibited: 

1.  any  activities  which  cause  earth  movement  or  disturbance; 

2.  vegetation  removal  or  cutting; 

3.  construction  or  placement  of  any  permanent  structures,  other  than 
those  associated  with  the  providing  of  public  water; 

4.  any  surface  of  sub-surface  discharge,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  storm  water  runoff  and  domestic  or  industrial  wastewater. 

510.6  Design  and  Operations  Guidelines 

For  all  uses  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  the  following 
design  and  operation  guidelines  shall  be  observed: 

A.  Safeguards 

1.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  protect  against  toxic  or  hazardous 
materials  discharge  or  loss  resulting  from  corrosion,  accidental 
damage,  spillage  or  vandalism  through  measures  such  as:  spill 
control  provisions  in  the  vicinity  of  chemical  or  fuel  delivery 
points;  secured  storage  areas  for  toxic  or  hazardous  materials;  and 
indoor  storage  provisions  for  corrodible  or  dissolvable  materials. 
For  operations  which  allow  the  evaporation  of  toxic  or  hazardous 
materials  into  the  interiors  of  any  structures,  a  closed  vapor  recov¬ 
ery  system  shall  be  provided  for  each  such  structure  to  prevent 
discharge  of  contaminated  condensate  into  the  ground  water. 

2.  Outdoor  storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in 
M.G.L.C.21E,  and/or  liquid  petroleum  products  shall  be  in  cov¬ 
ered  container(s)  or  above  ground  tank(s)  in  an  area  that  has  a 
containment  system  designed  and  operated  to  hold  either  10%  of 
the  total  possible  storage  capacity  of  all  containers,  or  110%  of 
the  largest  containers  storage  capacity,  whichever  is  greater. 

B.  Location 

Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the  Water  Resources 
Protection  District,  potential  pollution  sources  such  as  on-site  waste  disposal 
systems  shall  be  located  outside  the  district  to  the  extent  feasible. 
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C.  Disposal 

For  any  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be  produced  in  quantities  greater 
than  those  associated  with  normal  household  use,  the  applicant  must  demon¬ 
strate  the  availability  and  feasibility  of  disposal  methods  which  are  in  confor¬ 
mance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  2 1C. 

D.  Drainage 

All  runoff  from  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  recharged  on  the  site,  divert¬ 
ed  toward  areas  covered  with  vegetation  from  surface  infiltration  to  the  extent 
possible  or  as  otherwise  directed  by  the  Scituate  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Conservation  Commission.  Infiltration  standards  may  be  met  using  the 
following  or  similar  best  management  practices: 

1.  For  lots  occupied,  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  single  or  two 
family  residences,  recharge  shall  be  attained  through  site  design 
that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vegetation,  in 
order  to  maintain  pre-development  stormwater  patterns  and  water 
quality  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.  Stormwater  runoff  from 
rooftops,  driveways,  and  other  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  rout¬ 
ed  through  grassed  water  quality  swales,  as  sheet  flow  over  lawn 
areas,  or  to  constructed  stormwater  wetlands,  sand  filters,  organ¬ 
ic  filters,  and/or  similar  systems  capable  of  removing  nitrogen 
from  stormwater. 

2.  For  lots  occupied  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  other  uses,  a 
stormwater  management  plan  shall  be  developed  which  provides 
for  the  artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  to  groundwater  through 
site  design  that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vegeta¬ 
tion  and  through  the  use  of  constructed  (stormwater)  wetlands, 
wet  (detention)  ponds,  water  quality  swales,  sand  filters,  organic 
filters  or  similar  site-appropriate  best  management  practices  capa¬ 
ble  of  removing  nitrogen  and  other  contaminants  from  stormwa¬ 
ter  and  by  meeting  the  Stormwater  Management  Standards  and 
technical  guidance  contained  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protections  (DEPs)  Stormwater  Management 
Handbook,  Volumes  1  and  2,  dated  March  1997,  for  the  type  of 
use  proposed  and  the  soil  types  present  on  the  site.  Such  runoff 
shall  not  be  discharged  directly  to  rivers,  streams,  or  other  surface 
water  bodies,  wetlands  or  vernal  pools.  Dry  wells  shall  be  pro¬ 
hibited. 

3.  Except  when  used  for  roof  runoff  from  non-gal vanized  roofs,  all 
such  wetlands,  ponds,  swales  or  other  infiltration  facilities  shall 
be  preceded  by  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps  or  other  best  man¬ 
agement  practices  to  facilitate  control  of  hazardous  materials 
spills  and  removal  of  contamination  and  to  avoid  sedimentation 
of  treatment  and  leaching  facilities.  All  such  artificial  recharge 
systems  shall  be  maintained  in  full  working  order  by  the  owner(s) 
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under  the  provisions  of  an  operation  and  maintenance  plan 
approved  by  the  Town  to  ensure  that  systems  function  as 
designed.  Infiltration  systems  greater  than  three  (3)  feet  deep 
shall  be  located  at  least  one  hundred  (100)  feet  from  drinking 
water  wells.  Infiltration  basins  or  trenches  shall  be  constructed 
with  a  three  (3)  foot  minimum  separation  between  the  bottom  of 
the  structure  and  maximum  groundwater  elevation. 

E.  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  Control 

All  clearing  and  earth  moving  operations  shall  only  occur  while  erosion 
and  sedimentation  control  measures,  approved  by  the  town  engineer,  after 
consultation  with  the  conservation  agent,  are  in  place.  Such  control  measures 
shall  remain  in  place  until  the  town  engineer  determines,  after  consultation 
with  the  conservation  agent  that  the  danger  of  erosion  or  sedimentation  no 
longer  exists.  Hay  bales  shall  only  be  used  where  it  has  been  determined  that 
the  danger  of  soil  erosion  or  sedimentation  is  minimal  and  in  those  instances 
where  they  are  used  as  a  control  method,  no  bales  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
in  place  if  they  have  begun  to  fall  apart  or  deteriorate. 

F.  Dimensional  Regulations 

In  order  to  minimize  erosion  of  existing  natural  slopes  and  reduce  result¬ 
ing  sedimentation  of  natural  drainage  areas,  the  following  dimensional 
requirements  shall  apply  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District.  The 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  variance  from  any  regulation  or  per¬ 
centage  set  forth  in  this  paragraph,  provided  the  applicant  for  such  variance 
satisfies  the  criteria  set  forth  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A,  Section  10. 

1.  No  more  than  fifteen  (15%)  of  the  area  or  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(2,500),  whichever  is  greater,  of  any  lot  shall  be  rendered  impervious  unless 
a  system  of  storm  water  management  and  artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  is 
developed  which  is  designed  to: 

a.  prevent  untreated  discharges  to  wetland  and  surface  water; 

b.  preserve  hydraulic  conditions  that  closely  resemble  pre-develop¬ 
ment  conditions; 

c.  reduce  or  prevent  flooding  by  managing  peak  discharges  and  vol¬ 
umes  of  runoff; 

d.  minimize  erosion  and  sedimentation; 

e.  avoid  significant  degradation  of  groundwater; 

f.  reduce  suspended  solids  and  other  pollutants  to  improve  water 
quality  and 

g.  provide  increased  protection  of  sensitive  natural  resources. 

2.  There  shall  be  no  grading,  earth  disturbance  activity  or  vegetation 
clearing  of  land  having  a  natural  slope  exceeding  twenty-five  percent  (25%). 

3.  No  finished  slope  shall  be  created  that  exceeds  25%  with  the  exception 
of  side  slopes  associated  with  new  road  construction. 
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VOTED  to  amend  the  Scituate  Zoning  Map  by  changing  the  bound¬

District,  by  inserting  the  following  new  words  in  bold  type  into  this  sec¬ 
tion,  as  shown  below: 

Note:  Type  in  alternate  typeface  indicates  changes  to  the  existing 
zoning  By-law  with  regard  to  water  resources  protection. 

510  Water  Resources  Protection  District 

510.1  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  is  to  safe¬ 
guard  and  protect  Scituate’s  sources  of  water  supply.  This  By-law  is 
intended  to  preserve  and  maintain  the  filtration  and  purification  of  the 
land,  the  ground  water  table,  the  purity  of  ground  water  and  surface 
water  supplies,  to  conserve  the  natural  environment,  to  protect  the  pub¬ 
lic  health,  safety,  and  welfare  and  to  comply  with  state  law. 

510.2  Findings 

The  Town  of  Scituate  finds  that: 

A.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond,  Tack  Factory  Pond  and  The 
Reservoir  and  their  watersheds  and  tributaries,  and  the  groundwater 
underlying  Scituate  are  the  primary  sources  of  Scituate’s  existing  and 
future  drinking  water  supply; 

B.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  is  listed  in  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protections  water  withdrawal  permit  as 
Scituate’s  surface  water  supply  source; 

C.  The  water  resource  is  integrally  connected  with,  and  flows  into, 
the  reservoir,  surface  waters,  lakes,  streams  and  coastal  estuaries  which 
constitute  significant  recreational  and  economic  resources  of  the  town 
used  for  bathing  and  other  water-related  recreation,  shellfishing  and  fish¬ 
ing; 

D.  Accidental  spills  and  discharges  of  petroleum  products  and  other 
toxic  and  hazardous  materials  and  sewage  discharge  have  repeatedly 
threatened  the  quality  of  such  ground  water  supplies  and  related  water 
resources  throughout  towns  in  Massachusetts,  posing  potential  public 
health  and  safety  hazards  and  threatening  economic  losses  to  the  affect¬ 
ed  communities. 

510.3  Water  Resources  Protection  District 

The  Water  Resources  Protection  District,  as  shown  on  a  map  entitled 
Town  of  Scituate  Proposed  Water  Resources  Protection  District  by 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Inc.,  dated  December  9,  2003,  shall  be 
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considered  superimposed  over  any  other  district  established  in  this  By¬ 
law.  The  requirements  enumerated  hereafter  for  the  Water  Resources 
Protection  District  shall  be  in  addition  to,  rather  than  in  place  of,  the 
requirements  for  the  underlying  district.  Where  the  boundary  line  of  the 
Water  Resources  Protection  District  divides  any  lot  existing  at  the  time 
such  line  is  established,  the  regulations  established  hereunder  shall  not 
apply  to  the  portion  of  such  lot  located  within  the  Water  Resources 
Protection  District,  provided  such  lot  does  not  extend  more  than  twenty- 
five  feet  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District.  This  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  the  Buffer  Zone  boundaries  established  in  Section 
510.5.  below. 

510.4  Use  and  Activity  Regulations 

A.  Within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  district  the  following  uses 
and  activities  are  specifically  prohibited: 

1.  sanitary  landfill  or  other  disposal  of  solid  waste  not  includ¬ 
ing  private  septic  systems; 

2.  motor  vehicle  salvage  operations  and  junk  yards; 

3.  municipal  sewage  treatment  facilities  with  on-site  disposal  of 
primary  treated  or  secondary-treated  effluent; 

4.  treatment  or  disposal  works  subject  to  314  CMR  3.00  or  5.00 
within  400  feet  of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  and  within  200 
feet  of  its  tributaries  and  associated  water  bodies,  Tack 
Factory  Pond  and  the  Reservoir,  except  for  the  following: 

a.  the  replacement  or  repair  of  an  existing  treatment  or  dispos¬ 
al  works  that  will  not  result  in  a  design  capacity  greater  than 
the  design  capacity  of  the  existing  treatment  or  disposal 
works; 

b.  treatment  or  disposal  works  for  sanitary  sewage  if  necessary 
to  treat  existing  sanitary  sewage  discharges  in  non-compli¬ 
ance  with  Title  5,  310  CMR  15.00,  provided  the  facility 
owner  demonstrates  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protections  (DEPs)  satisfaction  that  there 
are  no  other  feasible  siting  locations  further  from  the  Pond 
or  tributary.  Any  such  facility  must  be  permitted  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  314  CMR  5.00  and  must  disinfect  the  effluent. 

c.  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
(DEP)  approved  treatment  works  designed  for  treatment  of 
contaminated  ground  or  surface  waters  and  operated  in 
compliance  with  314  CMR  5.05(3)  or  5.05(13). 

d.  Discharge  by  a  public  water  system  of  waters  incidental  to 
water  treatment  processes. 

5.  car  or  truck  wash  establishments; 

6.  stockpiling  road  salt  or  other  de-icing  chemicals; 
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7.  installation  of  any  underground  fuel  or  other  storage  tanks, 
including  any  tanks  or  collection  pits  (wholly  or  partially 
below  mean  ground  elevation)  but  not  including  private  sep¬ 
tic  systems; 

8.  dumping  of  snow  from  outside  the  district; 

9.  dry  cleaning  establishments; 

10.  self  service  laundries,  unless  connected  to  public  sewerage; 

11.  airplane,  boat  and  motor  vehicle  service  and  repair  estab¬ 
lishments,  including  auto  body  shops; 

12.  storage  and/or  sale  of  petroleum  or  other  refined  petroleum 
products,  except  within  buildings  which  it  will  heat  or  in 
amounts  normally  associated  with  household  or  agricultural 
uses; 

13.  the  storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in 
M.G.L.C.21E,  and/or  liquid  petroleum  products  unless  such 
storage  is 

a.  above  ground  level, 

b.  on  an  impervious  surface,  and 

c.  outdoors  in  covered  container(s)  or  in  above  ground  (tanks) 
within  a  building. 

14.  the  storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in 
M.G.L.C.21E,  and/or  liquid  petroleum  products  within  400 
feet  of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  and  within  200  feet  of  its 
tributaries  and  associated  water  bodies  unless  such  storage 
is  incidental  to: 

a.  normal  household  use,  outdoor  maintenance,  or  the  heating 
of  a  structure; 

b.  use  of  emergency  generators;  or 

c.  a  response  action  conducted  or  performed  in  accordance 
with  M.G.L.C.21E  and  310  CMR  40.00  and  which  is  exempt 
from  a  ground  water  discharge  permit  pursuant  to  314  CMR 
5.05(14)  and 

provided  the  storage  is: 

d.  above  ground  level, 

e.  on  an  impervious  surface,  and 

f.  outdoors  in  covered  container(s)  or  in  above  ground  (tanks) 
within  a  building  and 

g.  in  an  area  designed  &  operated  to  hold  either  10%  of  the 
total  possible  storage  capacity  of  all  containers  or  110%  of 
the  largest  containers  storage  capacity,  whichever  is  greater. 
This  requirement  does  not  apply  to  the  replacement  of  exist¬ 
ing  tanks  or  systems  for  the  keeping,  dispensing  or  storing  or 
gasoline  provided  the  replacement  complies  with  applicable 
state  and  Scituate  requirements. 
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15.  metal  plating,  finishing  or  polishing  establishment; 

16.  chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratories; 

17.  burial  in  any  cemetery  or  other  place  within  100  feet  of  the 
high  water  mark  of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  or  a  tributary 
thereto. 

18.  storage  of  herbicides,  pesticides  or  fertilizers,  other  than  in 
amounts  normally  associated  with  household  or  agricultural 

uses; 

19.  storage  of  animal  manure  unless  covered  or  contained  with¬ 
in  a  structure  designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and  escape 
of  contaminated  runoff  or  leachate; 

20.  stabling,  hitching,  standing,  feeding  or  grazing  of  livestock 
or  other  domestic  animals  within  100  feet  of  the  bank  of  Old 
Oaken  Bucket  Pond  or  a  tributary  thereto. 

21.  electronic  circuit  assembly  establishment; 

22.  hotel  or  motel,  unless  connected  to  public  sewerage; 

23.  painting,  wood  preserving  and  furniture  stripping  establish¬ 
ment; 

24.  photographic  processing  establishment; 

25.  machine  shops  using  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  in  any 
part  of  the  production  process; 

26.  printing  establishment; 

27.  earth  removal,  consisting  of  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand, 
gravel  or  any  other  earth  material  to  within  4  feet  of  histor¬ 
ical  high  groundwater  as  determined  from  monitoring  wells 
and  historical  water  table  fluctuation  data  compiled  by  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  unless  substances  removed 
are  replaced  within  45  days  of  the  removal  on  the  site  to 
achieve  a  final  grading  greater  than  four  feet  above  the  his¬ 
torical  high  water  mark,  and  except  for  excavations  for 
building  foundations,  roads,  utility  works,  or  wetland 
restoration  work  conducted  in  accordance  with  a  valid 
Order  of  Conditions  issued  pursuant  to  M.G.L.c.l31,§40. 

28.  any  floor  drainage  system  in  existing  facilities,  in  industrial 
or  commercial  hazardous  material  and/or  hazardous  waste 
process  areas  or  storage  areas,  which  discharges  to  the 
ground  without  a  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  permit  or  authorization. 
Any  existing  facility  with  such  a  drainage  system  shall  be 
required  to  either  seal  the  floor  drain  (in  accordance  with 
the  state  plumbing  code,  248  CMR  2.00),  connect  the  drain 
to  a  municipal  sewer  system  (with  all  appropriate  permits 
and  pre-treatment),  or  connect  the  drain  to  a  holding  tank 
meeting  the  requirements  of  all  appropriate  DEP  regulations 
and  policies. 
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29.  swimming,  wading,  or  bathing  in  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond. 

30.  any  other  use,  which  involves  as  a  principal  activity  the  man¬ 
ufacture,  storage,  use,  transportation  or  disposal  of  toxic  or 
hazardous  materials,  except  as  allowed  by  special  permit 
below. 

B.  Within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  the  following  uses 
shall  be  allowed  only  upon  receipt  of  a  special  permit,  issued  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  510.2  of  this  By-law: 

1.  any  use  involving  secondary  usage  or  storage  of  toxic  or  haz¬ 
ardous  materials  in  quantities  greater  than  normally  associ¬ 
ated  with  household  use; 

2.  any  use  involving  secondary  and  minimal  usage  or  storage  of 
herbicides,  pesticides  or  fertilizers,  other  than  the  amounts 
normally  associated  with  household  or  agricultural  use; 

3.  golf  course,  either  for  private  or  public  use. 

C.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 

The  special  permit  granting  authority  (SPGA)  under  this  By-law 
shall  be  the  planning  board.  Such  special  permit  shall  be  granted  if  the 
SPGA  determines,  in  conjunction  with  the  department  of  public  works, 
board  of  health  and  conservation  commission,  that  the  intent  of  this  By¬ 
law,  as  well  as  its  specific  criteria  are  met.  In  making  such  determination, 
the  SPGA  shall  give  consideration  to  the  simplicity,  reliability  and  feasi¬ 
bility  of  the  control  measures  proposed  and  the  degree  of  threat  to  water 
quality  which  would  result  if  the  control  measures  failed.  The  SPGA  shall 
explain  any  departures  from  the  recommendations  of  other  town  agencies 
in  its  decision. 

D.  Review  by  Other  Town  Agencies 

Upon  receipt  of  the  special  permit  application,  the  SPGA  shall  trans¬ 
mit  one  COW  to  the  department  of  public  works,  conservation  commis¬ 
sion,  and  board  of  health  for  their  written  recommendations.  Failure  to 
respond  in  writing  within  forty-five  days  of  receipt  by  the  board  shall 
indicate  approval  or  no  desire  to  comment  by  said  agency.  The  necessary 
number  of  copies  of  the  application  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

E.  Special  Permit  Criteria 

Special  permits  under  this  section  shall  be  granted  only  if  the  SPGA 
determines,  in  conjunction  with  the  town  agencies  as  specified  above,  that 
ground-water  and  surface-water  quality  and  quantity  resulting  from  on¬ 
site  waste  disposal  and  other  on-site  operations  will  not  fall  below  feder¬ 
al  or  state  standards  for  drinking  water  at  the  down-gradient  property 
boundary. 
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F.  Submittals 

In  applying  for  a  special  permit  required  by  this  section,  the  infor¬ 
mation  listed  below  shall  be  submitted: 

1.  A  complete  list  of  chemicals,  pesticides,  herbicides,  fertilizers, 
fuels  and  other  potentially  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  to  be 
used  or  stored  on  the  premises  in  quantities  greater  than  those 
associated  with  normal  household  use,  accompanied  by  a 
description  of  measures  proposed  to  protect  all  storage  con¬ 
tainers/facilities  from  vandalism,  corrosion  and  leakage,  and 
to  provide  for  control  of  spills. 

2.  A  description  of  potentially  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be 
generated,  indicating  storage  and  disposal  methods. 

3.  Evidence  of  approval  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  of  any  industrial  waste 
treatment  or  disposal  system  or  any  wastewater  treatment 
system  over  fifteen  thousand  gallons  per  day  capacity. 

4.  Projections  of  down-gradient  concentrations  of  nitrogen, 
phosphorus,  and  other  relevant  chemicals  to  be  disposed  of 
on-site,  at  property  boundaries  and  other  locations  deemed 
pertinent  by  the  planning  board,  prepared  by  a  hydrogeolo¬ 
gist  or  registered-  professional  engineer  possessing  experience 
and  education  in  water  supply  protection  and  hydrology. 

510.5  Buffer  Zone 

A.  Non-Disturbance  Buffer  Zone 

A  Non-Disturbance  Buffer  Zone  shall  exist  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
horizontally  from  the  high  water  mark  of  Tack  Factory  Pond  Reservoir 
and  from  the  edge  of  all  tributaries  in  the  reservoir  watershed.  Within 
this  buffer  zone,  in  addition  to  all  other  restrictions  of  the  Water 
Resources  Protection  District,  the  following  additional  activities  are  pro¬ 
hibited: 

1.  any  activities  which  cause  earth  movement  or  disturbance; 

2.  vegetation  removal  or  cutting; 

3.  construction  or  placement  of  any  permanent  structures,  other 
than  those  associated  with  the  providing  of  public  water; 

4.  any  surface  of  sub-surface  discharge,  including,  but  not  limit¬ 
ed  to,  storm  water  runoff  and  domestic  or  industrial  waste- 
water. 

510.6  Design  and  Operations  Guidelines 

For  all  uses  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  the  fol¬ 
lowing  design  and  operation  guidelines  shall  be  observed: 

A.  Safeguards 

1.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  protect  against  toxic  or  hazardous 
materials  discharge  or  loss  resulting  from  corrosion,  acciden¬ 
tal  damage,  spillage  or  vandalism  through  measures  such  as: 
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spill  control  provisions  in  the  vicinity  of  chemical  or  fuel 
delivery  points;  secured  storage  areas  for  toxic  or  hazardous 
materials;  and  indoor  storage  provisions  for  corrodible  or  dis¬ 
solvable  materials.  For  operations  which  allow  the  evapora¬ 
tion  of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  into  the  interiors  of  any 
structures,  a  closed  vapor  recovery  system  shall  be  provided 
for  each  such  structure  to  prevent  discharge  of  contaminated 
condensate  into  the  ground  water. 

2.  Outdoor  storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in 
M.G.L.C.21E,  and/or  liquid  petroleum  products  shall  be  in 
covered  container(s)  or  above  ground  tank(s)  in  an  area  that 
has  a  containment  system  designed  and  operated  to  hold 
either  10%  of  the  total  possible  storage  capacity  of  all  con¬ 
tainers,  or  110%  of  the  largest  containers  storage  capacity, 
whichever  is  greater. 

B.  Location 

Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the  Water  Resources 
Protection  District,  potential  pollution  sources  such  as  on-site  waste  dis¬ 
posal  systems  shall  be  located  outside  the  district  to  the  extent  feasible. 

C.  Disposal 

For  any  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be  produced  in  quantities 
greater  than  those  associated  with  normal  household  use,  the  applicant 
must  demonstrate  the  availability  and  feasibility  of  disposal  methods 
which  are  in  conformance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
21C. 

D.  Drainage 

All  runoff  from  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  recharged  on  the  site, 
diverted  toward  areas  covered  with  vegetation  from  surface  infiltration 
to  the  extent  possible  or  as  otherwise  directed  by  the  Scituate  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  Conservation  Commission.  Infiltration  standards 
may  be  met  using  the  following  or  similar  best  management  practices: 

1.  For  lots  occupied,  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  single  or  two 
family  residences,  recharge  shall  be  attained  through  site 
design  that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vege¬ 
tation,  in  order  to  maintain  pre-development  stormwater  pat¬ 
terns  and  water  quality  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 
Stormwater  runoff  from  rooftops,  driveways,  and  other 
impervious  surfaces  shall  be  routed  through  grassed  water 
quality  swales,  as  sheet  flow  over  lawn  areas,  or  to  construct¬ 
ed  stormwater  wetlands,  sand  filters,  organic  filters,  and/or 
similar  systems  capable  of  removing  nitrogen  from  stormwa¬ 
ter. 
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2.  For  lots  occupied  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  other  uses,  a 
stormwater  management  plan  shall  be  developed  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  to  groundwa¬ 
ter  through  site  design  that  incorporates  natural  drainage 
patterns  and  vegetation  and  through  the  use  of  constructed 
(stormwater)  wetlands,  wet  (detention)  ponds,  water  quality 
swales,  sand  filters,  organic  filters  or  similar  site-appropriate 
best  management  practices  capable  of  removing  nitrogen  and 
other  contaminants  from  stormwater  and  by  meeting  the 
Stormwater  Management  Standards  and  technical  guidance 
contained  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protections  (DEPs)  Stormwater  Management 
Handbook,  Volumes  1  and  2,  dated  March  1997,  for  the  type 
of  use  proposed  and  the  soil  types  present  on  the  site.  Such 
runoff  shall  not  be  discharged  directly  to  rivers,  streams,  or 
other  surface  water  bodies,  wetlands  or  vernal  pools.  Dry 
wells  shall  be  prohibited. 

3.  Except  when  used  for  roof  runoff  from  non-galvanized  roofs, 
all  such  wetlands,  ponds,  swales  or  other  infiltration  facilities 
shall  be  preceded  by  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps  or  other 
best  management  practices  to  facilitate  control  of  hazardous 
materials  spills  and  removal  of  contamination  and  to  avoid 
sedimentation  of  treatment  and  leaching  facilities.  All  such 
artificial  recharge  systems  shall  be  maintained  in  full  working 
order  by  the  owner(s)  under  the  provisions  of  an  operation 
and  maintenance  plan  approved  by  the  Town  to  ensure  that 
systems  function  as  designed.  Infiltration  systems  greater 
than  three  (3)  feet  deep  shall  be  located  at  least  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  from  drinking  water  wells.  Infiltration  basins  or 
trenches  shall  be  constructed  with  a  three  (3)  foot  minimum 
separation  between  the  bottom  of  the  structure  and  maximum 
groundwater  elevation. 

E.  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  Control 

All  clearing  and  earth  moving  operations  shall  only  occur  while  ero¬ 
sion  and  sedimentation  control  measures,  approved  by  the  town  engineer, 
after  consultation  with  the  conservation  agent,  are  in  place.  Such  control 
measures  shall  remain  in  place  until  the  town  engineer  determines,  after 
consultation  with  the  conservation  agent  that  the  danger  of  erosion  or 
sedimentation  no  longer  exists.  Hay  bales  shall  only  be  used  where  it  has 
been  determined  that  the  danger  of  soil  erosion  or  sedimentation  is  min¬ 
imal  and  in  those  instances  where  they  are  used  as  a  control  method,  no 
bales  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  place  if  they  have  begun  to  fall  apart 
or  deteriorate. 
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F.  Dimensional  Regulations 

In  order  to  minimize  erosion  of  existing  natural  slopes  and  reduce 
resulting  sedimentation  of  natural  drainage  areas,  the  following  dimen¬ 
sional  requirements  shall  apply  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection 
District.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  variance  from  any 
regulation  or  percentage  set  forth  in  this  paragraph,  provided  the  appli¬ 
cant  for  such  variance  satisfies  the  criteria  set  forth  in  M.G.L.  Chapter 
40A,  Section  10. 

1.  No  more  than  fifteen  (15%)  of  the  area  or  two  thousand  five  hun¬ 
dred  (2,500),  whichever  is  greater,  of  any  lot  shall  be  rendered  impervi¬ 
ous  unless  a  system  of  storm  water  management  and  artificial  recharge 
of  precipitation  is  developed  which  is  designed  to: 

a.  prevent  untreated  discharges  to  wetland  and  surface  water; 

b.  preserve  hydraulic  conditions  that  closely  resemble  pre¬ 
development  conditions; 

c.  reduce  or  prevent  flooding  by  managing  peak  discharges  and 
volumes  of  runoff; 

d.  minimize  erosion  and  sedimentation; 

e.  avoid  significant  degradation  of  groundwater; 

f.  reduce  suspended  solids  and  other  pollutants  to  improve 
water  quality  and 

g.  provide  increased  protection  of  sensitive  natural  resources. 

2.  There  shall  be  no  grading,  earth  disturbance  activity  or  vegetation 
clearing  of  land  having  a  natural  slope  exceeding  twenty-five  percent 
(25%). 

3.  No  finished  slope  shall  be  created  that  exceeds  25  %  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  side  slopes  associated  with  new  road  construction.

Formula  Fast  Food  Establishment:  A  restaurant  which  primarily  sells 
food  prepared  and  made  ready  for  immediate  sale  in  advance  of  a  customer’s 
order,  which  may  be  served  in  paper,  plastic  or  other  disposable  containers 
through  a  combination  of  in-car,  window,  drive-through,  or  over-the-counter 
service,  and  which  is  required  by  contractual  or  other  arrangements  to  offer 
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standardized  menus,  ingredients,  food  preparation,  decor,  external  fa9ade,  or 
uniforms.  The  foregoing  shall  not  apply  if  food  or  beverage  sales  are  whol¬ 
ly  incidental  to  a  conventional  restaurant  or  other  allowed  principal  use;  nor 
shall  this  regulation  apply  to  ice  cream  parlors. 

Drive-Through  Facility:  Any  business  or  commercial  establishment 
which  provides  a  service  to  a  customer  while  the  customer  is  within  a  motor 
vehicle  or  where  a  customer  within  a  motor  vehicle  is  served  at  a  window  or 
other  facility  without  exiting  the  vehicle.  This  shall  not  include  the  selling  of 
fuel  at  a  gasoline  filling  station;  a  carwash;  or  accessory  functions  of  a  car¬ 
wash  such  as  vacuum  cleaning  stations. 

2.  Amend  Section  430.1,  Business  District,  Permitted  Uses  by  adding 
the  following  language  to  Paragraph  G.,  as  follows: 

G.  Restaurant  or  other  place  for  the  serving  of  food  or  beverages,  except 
formula  fast-food  restaurants; 

3.  Amend  Section  430.3,  Business  District  Uses,  Special  Provisions,  to 

add  the  following  new  paragraph  after  the  existing  language: 

In  a  “GB”  or  “HB”  District,  drive-through  facilities  shall  not  be  permit¬ 
ted. 

4.  Amend  Section  440.3,  Commercial  District  Uses,  Special 
Provisions,  to  add  the  following  new  paragraph  after  the  existing  language: 

In  a  “C”  District,  drive-through  facilities  shall  not  be  permitted.

All  Common  Driveways  shall  require  a  Special  Permit  from  the  Planning 
Board,  except  that  Common  Driveways  less  than  five  hundred  (500)  feet  in 
length  serving  two  lots  with  adjoining  legal  frontage  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  740,  Site  Plan  Administrative  Review,  except  that  the 
application  requirements  shall  be  those  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the 
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Planning  Board  to  demonstrate  that  the  Common  Driveway  meets  the 
Standards  of  Review  of  Section  770.5.  If  a  Common  Driveway  is  used  to 
access  more  than  three  lots,  then  all  said  lots  shall  be  required  to  have  twice 

the  land  area  required  by  Section  610.1.

Light  Pollution  By-Law 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  general  by-laws  by  adding  there¬ 
to  a  new  by-law  as  follows: 

Prevention  of  Light  Pollution 

A.  Purpose  and  Intent 

The  Purpose  of  this  By-law  is  to  create  standards  for  outdoor  light¬ 
ing  so  that  its  use  does  not  unreasonably  interfere  with  the  reasonable  use  and 
enjoyment  of  property  within  Scituate.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  section  to 
encourage,  through  the  regulation  of  the  types,  construction,  installation  and 
uses  of  outdoor  electrically  powered  illuminating  devices,  lighting  practices 
and  systems  which  will  (i)  reduce  light  pollution,  light  trespass  and  glare  in 
order  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  natural,  scenic,  and  aesthetic  qualities  of 
Scituate,  (ii)  conserve  energy  and  decrease  lighting  cost  without  decreasing 
nighttime  safety,  security,  and  productivity,  and  (iii)  preserve  the  night  sky  as 
a  natural  resource  to  enhance  nighttime  enjoyment  of  property  within 
Scituate. 

B.  Uses 

All  municipal  uses,  private  uses,  special  permit  uses  and  signs  in  all 
districts  are  subject  to  this  Prevention  of  Light  Pollution  By-law. 

C.  Definitions 

Unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  certain  words  and 
phrases  used  in  this  section  shall  mean  the  following: 

“Lamp”  means  the  component  of  an  outdoor  light  fixture  that  pro¬ 
duces  light. 

“Direct  Light”  means  light  emitted  directly  by  a  lamp,  off  a  reflec¬ 
tor,  or  through  a  refractor  of  an  outdoor  light  fixture. 

“Light  Trespass”  means  direct  light  emitted  by  an  outdoor  lamp  fix¬ 
ture  that  shines  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  property  on  which  the 
outdoor  light  fixture  is  installed. 

“Up-light”  means  direct  light  emitted  by  an  outdoor  light  fixture 
above  a  horizontal  plane  through  the  fixture’s  lowest  light  emitting 
part. 

“Shielded”  when  referring  to  an  outdoor  light  fixture  means  that  the 
fixture  allows  no  up-light. 

“Filtered”  when  referring  to  an  outdoor  light  fixture  means  that  the 
fixture  is  to  be  fitted  with  a  glass,  acrylic,  or  other  translucent  enclo¬ 
sure  of  the  light  source. 

D.  Shielding 

All  outdoor  light  fixtures  subject  to  this  by-law  shall  be  shielded. 
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E.  Prohibited  Light  Sources 

1 .  Mercury  Vapor  and  Quartz  Lamps  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-law, 
quartz  lamps  shall  not  be  considered  an  incandescent  light  source. 

2.  Laser  Source  Light  The  uses  of  laser  source  light  or  any  similar  high 
intensity  light  for  outdoor  advertising,  when  projected  above  the  horizontal,  is 
prohibited. 

3.  Searchlights  The  operation  of  searchlights  for  advertising  purposes 
is  prohibited. 

F.  Metal  Halide  Lighting 

All  outdoor  light  fixtures  utilizing  a  metal  halide  lamp  or  lamps  shall 
be  shielded  and  filtered.  Filtering  using  quartz  glass  does  not  meet  this 
requirement. 

G.  Outdoor  Advertising  Signs 

Outdoor  light  fixtures  used  to  illuminate  an  outdoor  advertising  sign 
shall  be  mounted  on  the  top  of  the  sign  structure. 

H.  Exemptions 

I .  Fossil  Fuel  Light  All  outdoor  light  fixtures  producing  light  directly 
by  the  combustions  of  natural  gas  or  other  fossil  fuels  are  exempt  from  all 
requirements  of  this  By-law. 

2.  Other  Light  Sources  All  outdoor  light  fixtures  using  an  incandes¬ 
cent  lamp  or  lamps  of  150  watts  or  less  are  exempt  from  all  requirements  of 
this  By-law.  All  outdoor  light  fixtures  using  any  lamp  or  lamps  of  50  watt  or 
less  are  exempt  from  all  requirements  of  the  By-law. 

I.  Special  Permit 

Alternative  outdoor  light  fixtures  may  be  allowed  by  Special  Permit 
if  it  is  found  that:  1)  the  fixture’s  design  and  appearance  are  superior,  2)  sig¬ 
nificant  light  pollution  will  not  be  created,  and  3)  light  trespass  and  glare  are 
minimal. 

J.  Penalties 

Violations  of  this  By-law  shall  result  in  a  fine,  the  amount  of  which 
fine  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  For 
purposes  of  this  section,  each  day  that  any  violation  shall  continue  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  new  violation  and  the  resulting  fine  shall  continue  to  accrue;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto.

“Filtered”  when  referring  to  an  outdoor  light  fixture  means  that  the 
fixture  is  to  be  fitted  with  a  glass,  acrylic,  or  other  translucent  enclo¬ 
sure  of  the  light  source. 

D.  Shielding 

All  outdoor  light  fixtures  subject  to  this  by-law  shall  be  shielded  and 
positioned  so  that  the  operation  will  not  result  in  light  trespassing. 

Violations  of  this  By-Law  shall  result  in  a  fine  of  $50.  For  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  sections,  each  day  that  any  violation  shall  continue  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  new  violation  and  the  resulting  fine  shall  continue  to  accrue;  or  take  any 
other  action  thereto.

Peeping  Tom  By-Law

or  spies  into  a  dwelling  through  any  door,  window,  or  opening  with  the  intent 
of  invading  the  privacy  of  the  occupants  therein  without  permission  or  a  legit¬ 
imate  reason  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  jail  or  house  of  correc¬ 
tion  for  not  more  than  two  and  one-half  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$300  or  both. 

A  law  enforcement  officer  may  arrest,  without  a  warrant,  any  person  such 
officer  has  probable  cause  to  believe  has  violated  the  provisions  of  this  sec¬ 
tion;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

As  the  fundraising  branch  of  the  Scituate  Archives,  Preservation  of 
Scituate’s  Heritage,  Inc.  (P.O.S.H.)  was  established  in  1995  as  a  private, 
501(c)(3)  non-profit  corporation  dedicated  to  raising  funds  for  the  restoration 
of  town  records,  which  have  deteriorated  through  the  years.  Some  of  these 
irreplaceable  volumes  date  back  to  the  1600  and  1700’s;  and,  if  not  restored 
would  be  lost  forever. 


Since  1996,  the  organization  has  restored  18  volumes  of  records  dating 
back  to  1784.  The  costs  for  restoration  range  from  $500  to  $2,000  each 
depending  upon  the  condition  of  the  original  volume. 

In  2004,  in  keeping  with  the  organization’s  mission,  P.O.S.H.  restored 
three  volumes  of  documents.  These  were  Warrants  1784  -  1850;  Meetings 
1801  -  1850;  and,  Meetings  1851  -  1900. 

Fundraising  efforts  for  2004  included  having  a  booth  at  Scituate  Heritage 
Days  and  “Fall  Into  Scituate”;  and,  a  Gourmet  Breakfast  Basket  raffle.  Also, 
this  year,  we  offered  two  new  merchandise  items:  the  Lawson  Tower  orna¬ 
ment  and  “Quarterdeck  at  Holidays”  Christmas  cards. 

As  announced  in  the  2003  Town  Report,  P.O.S.H.  was  awarded  a  $4,900 
Documentary  Heritage  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Advisory 
Board  (MHRAB)  for  the  purpose  of  writing  a  book  to  be  titled  “A  Salute  to 
Scituate’s  Veterans  of  World  War  II.”  In  2004,  P.O.S.H.  volunteers  inter¬ 
viewed  Scituate  World  War  II  veterans  and/or  their  family  members.  As  a 
result,  over  100+  biographies  have  been  written  telling  the  personal  and  mil¬ 
itary  stories  of  our  respected  veterans.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  natural  environment  and  in  particular  our  crucial  and  sensitive  wet¬ 
land  resources  including  our  watersheds,  open  space  and  recreational  lands, 
plant  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission  also  makes  recommendations 
regarding  the  purchase  and/or  the  protection  of  properties  whose  ownership 
would  be  a  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate’s  Wetlands 
Protection  Bylaw,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts’  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  On  a  broader  scale,  it  also  works  with  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Coastal  Zone  Management,  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management 
Agency,  and  the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

During  2004,  the  Commission  held  approximately  97  public  hearings  on 
Notice  of  Intents  (projects  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission)  and  30  Requests  for  Determinations  of  Applicability  (requests 
seeking  decisions  as  to  whether  a  proposed  project  comes  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Commission).  These  hearings  included  three  40B  projects,  either 
for  the  delineation  of  wetland  lines  or  for  the  project  itself. 

In  addition  to  their  regulatory  responsibilities,  the  Commissioners  attended 
a  number  of  workshops  throughout  the  year,  dealing  with  topics  ranging  from 
coastline  erosion  to  open  space  acquisition  and  protection. 

The  Commission  also  had  several  Eagle  Scout  projects  to  consider  and 
oversee. 

The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  constantly  increasing 
demands  placed  on  its  limited  staff  and  its  limited  resources.  Development  is 
now  focused  on  marginal  lands  that  have  necessitated  revisions  to  our  local  wet¬ 
lands  rules  and  regulations.  These  matters  require  careful  oversight  imposing 
increasing  demands  on  the  volunteer  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

While  the  Conservation  Commissioners,  and  their  staff  are  specifically 
responsible  for  dealing  with  conservation  matters,  they  depend  upon  people  in 
the  town  to  provide  additional  eyes  and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  environmental  quality  of  life  in  the  Town.  The  Commission 
thanks  its  Associate  Members  and  everyone  else  who  has  helped,  in  the  course 
of  this  past  year,  especially  Vin  Bucca  and  Jonathan  Jaymes  for  their  work  on 
the  Appleton  Field. 

The  Conservation  Commission  could  not  continue  its  demanding  sched¬ 
ule  without  volunteers  such  as  Peter  Benkart,  Michael  S.  Bleakie,  Michael 
Clark,  Kenneth  J.  Conway,  Sally  Coyle,  Thomas  Doherty,  Timothy  J. 
FitzGerald,  Allan  Mayberry  Greenberg,  Tod  Spear,  and  Howard  Matthews

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  had  a  very  active  year  in  2004.  Thirty  meetings  were 
held.  The  Board  reviewed  28  Approval  Not  Required  Plans,  7  site  plan 
waivers,  3  Site  Plan  Administrative  Review  applications,  5  Scenic  Road 
applications,  1 1  various  Special  Permit  applications  (including  1  Flood  Plain 
Special  Permit,  1  Site  Plan  Special  Permit,  1  Flexible  Open  Space 
Development  Special  Permit,  1  Wireless  Communication  Special  Permit,  1 
Common  Driveway  Special  Permit,  5  Accessory  Dwelling  Special  Permits,  1 
Affordable  Accessory  Dwelling  Special  Permit).  One  new  subdivision 
(Cornerstone  Estates,  First  Parish  Rd.)  was  approved  and  review  started  on 
two  other  subdivisions  (Sam  Tilden  Farm  and  Dreamwold  Estates). 

At  the  2004  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board  presented  four  elements  of 
the  Master  Plan  to  Town  Meeting  (Transportation,  Economic  Development, 
Infrastructure  and  Land  Use)  and  the  Town  unanimously  accepted  these  ele¬ 
ments.  The  Board  continues  their  work  on  the  implementation  of  all  the 
Master  Plan  elements. 

As  a  result  of  actions  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  ZBA  and  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  recommendations  in  the  Master  Plan  regarding  mixed  use  devel¬ 
opment  of  Scituate’s  Village  Centers  to  promote  the  growth  of  business  and 
housing,  Scituate  Harbor  Business  District  continues  to  grow.  Four  accesso¬ 
ry  apartments  were  constructed  on  property  at  the  corner  of  Front  Street  and 
Otis  Place.  Harborside  Village  plans  were  approved  and  will  result  in  the 
construction  of  37  condominium  units  (including  6  affordable  units)  at  the 
corner  of  Front  Street  and  Beal  Place.  A  Site  Plan  Special  Permit  was 
approved  for  the  expansion  of  the  CVS  building  on  Front  Street  and  work  has 
begun  on  that  project. 

Also  at  the  2004  Annual  Town  Meeting  major  changes  were  made  to  the 
Accessory  Dwelling  Bylaw  and  the  Affordable  Accessory  Dwelling  Bylaw  to 
encourage  the  growth  of  affordable  housing  in  Scituate.  Zoning  amendments 
were  made  to  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  Bylaw  in  an  effort  to 
protect  Scituate’s  drinking  water  supply. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Planning  Board  an  alternate  mem¬ 
ber  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board.  This  came  as  a  result  of  a  change  to 
Scituate’s  Charter.  In  the  spring  of  2004  Mrs.  Donna  Chisholm  was  elected 
to  serve  as  the  Board’s  first  alternate  member.  Also  in  2004  Mr.  Donald 
Walter  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board.  The  Board  members  are  very 
pleased  to  have  both  these  valuable  people  serving  with  them.

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SCITUATE  TOWN  ARCHIVES 


This  year  marked  the  30th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Town 
Archives.  As  in  years  past,  the  Archive  volunteers  met  many  people  from 
across  the  nation  and  assisted  them  in  their  search  for  information  about 
Scituate  or  their  ancestors. 

In  2004,  we  continued  to  organize  and  catalogue  the  documents  placed  in 
our  possession;  to  expand  the  computerized  database  of  vital  records;  and, 
respond  to  the  public’s  requests  for  research  into  deeds  and  boundaries  in 
response  to  the  Town’s  continual  growth.  We  took  receipt  of  three  fully 
restored  and  preserved  volumes  of  Town  Meetings  and  Warrants  from  our 
fundraising  branch,  P.O.S.H.  . 

In  December,  we  attended  a  Disaster  Planning  Conference  to  assist  in  the 
planning  and  protection  of  Scituate’s  valuable  records.  Future  work  will  con¬ 
sist  of  developing  a  plan  to  establish  and  evaluate  the  risks  common  to  the 
type  of  records  retained  in  the  Archives  and  to  prepare  a  response,  recovery 
and  rehabilitation  plan.

The  com¬ 
mittee  collects  information  about  prospective  projects  meeting  the  criteria  of 
Capital  spending  from  each  Town  department  and  then  makes  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  Selectmen. 

Significant  in  this  year’s  recommendations  are: 

•  the  continuation  of  a  series  of  required  investments  into  the  school 
buildings; 

•  an  investment  to  address  the  need  to  repair  the  Town’s  roadways 

•  replacement  of  a  1975  Rescue  Pumper 

Attached  is  a  spreadsheet,  organized  by  department,  showing  this  fiscal 
years’  proposed  expenditures  noting  the  expected  sources  of  funding,  along 
with  projects  being  considered  for  the  next  five  years.

The  Community  Preservation  Act  was  adopted  by  Scituate  voters  at  the 
2002  Annual  Election  In  March.  A  three  percent  surcharge  is  assessed  on  all 
property  tax  bills  with  certain  exemptions.  Funds  collected  under  the  sur¬ 
charge  must  be  expended  for  certain  purposes;  generally,  the  allowed  uses  are 
the  acquisition,  preservation,  restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical 
purposes,  lands  for  recreational  purposes  and  community  housing. 

Under  the  Act,  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  to  make  recommendations  for  the  use  of  the  funds.  The  nine-member 
committee  is  made  up  of  four  at  large  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen, 
and  five  Town  board  members  (Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission, 
Housing  Authority,  Recreation  Committee  and  Historical  Society). 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2004,  voters  approved  five  items 
recommended  by  the  Community  Preservation  Committee:  (1)  consisting  of 
money  set  aside  for  Community  Housing  reserve;  (2)  Open  space  land  acqui¬ 
sition  Cedar  Street  and  Clapp  Road;  (3)  Funding  to  construct  an  athletic  field 
at  Hatherly  School;  (4)  Funding  replacement  of  turbine  at  Stockbridge  Mill 
and  siding  and  roof  work;  (5)  Funding  Phase  IV  local  historic  survey  (200 
structure  in  the  Harbor  area). 

State  matching  funds  have  been  100%  for  the  last  three  years. 

The  Commission  must  make  recommendations  to  Town  Meeting  for 
approval.  The  Committee  sponsors  all  Town  Meeting  articles.  Successful  ini¬ 
tiatives  require  a  positive  recommendation  from  the  Committee  as  well  as  a 
favorable  vote  of  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Town  Administrator  Richard  Agnew  and 
Town  Accountant  Mary  Gallagher  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year. 
Special  thanks  are  due  former  members  John  Harrigan,  George  Pope  and  Tim 
Fitzgerald  for  their  time,  dedication  and  hard  work.  Claire  McDonough 
deserves  accolades  for  performing  the  secretarial  tasks  related  to  the 
Committee.  Welcome  to  our  new  administrative  assistant  Karen  Crowell  and 
new  members  Mark  Fenton  (Planning  Board)  and  Patty  Butler  (Housing 
Authority). 

The  Committee  looks  forward  to  completing  its  tasks  in  the  upcoming 
year.

ENFORCEMENT  OFFICER 


The  Inspections  Department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State 
Building  Code,  the  Gas  and  Plumbing  Code,  the  Electrical  Code,  Weights  and 
Measures  regulations,  State  Disabilities  regulations,  FEMA  floodplain  regu¬ 
lations  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaws.  All  places  of  assembly 
including  schools,  churches,  daycare  centers,  nursing  homes,  restaurants  and 
private  clubs  are  inspected  annually  to  ensure  compliance  with  public  safety 
regulations. 

In  2004,  844  building  permits  were  issued  representing  over  40  million 
dollars  of  new  work.  2005  promises  to  be  another  busy  year  with  site  work 
already  begun  on  Whitcomb  Pines,  the  first  of  four  large  chapter  40B  projects 
approved  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  In  addition,  Harborside  Village,  a 
37  unit  condominium  project  has  begun  the  permitting  process  while  a  major 
renovation  of  CVS  is  getting  underway. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  the  citizens  of  Scituate,  the  volunteer 
Town  Boards  and  Town  Hall  staff  throughout  the  year.  I  wish  to  thank  my 
Department  Inspectors  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication.  In  particular,  I  wish 
to  thank  my  secretaries  Nancy  Ivas  and  Nicole  Hands  for  their  hard  work, 
their  cheerful  attitudes  and  the  kind  and  helpful  manner  in  which  they  serve 
the  public.

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HARBORMASTER 


This  year,  Sandra  Higgins  will  retire  from  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  and 
she  will  be  almost  impossible  to  replace.  We  will  lose  a  great  deal  of  corpo¬ 
rate  knowledge  and  a  cheerful,  dependable  worker.  Fortunately,  Sandra  will 
remain  in  Scituate  in  case  we  need  her  advice. 

Although  the  past  year  was  an  active  one  for  the  Scituate  Harbormaster’s 
Office,  we  fortunately  had  no  deaths,  no  serious  injuries,  and  no  significant 
storms.  One  evening  that  we  will  all  remember  was  3 1  July  2004.  The  weath¬ 
er  was  marginal  with  five  foot  waves  and  35  knot  winds.  The  Harbormaster’s 
Office  received  cell  phone  messages  from  two  boats,  both  sinking  approxi¬ 
mately  1-2  miles  east  of  Scituate  Harbor  and  21  Kayaker’s  were  reported  lost 
in  the  North  River  at  the  same  time.  We  were  able  to  rescue  all  8  individuals 
from  the  sinking  boats  and  towed  the  2 1  kayakers  to  safety,  between  the  hours 
of  8:30  pm  and  midnight. 

We  continued  our  annual  training  for  all  members  of  the  Harbormaster’s 
staff  in  First  Aid,  CPR,  Mutual  Aid,  Law  Enforcement  and  use  of  our  defib¬ 
rillator.  One  of  our  Assistant  Harbormaster’s  was  qualified  in  SCUBA  diving 
and  a  second  will  be  qualified  in  FY05.  This  will  allow  us  to  spot  check 
moorings  and  initiate  repairs  to  our  marinas. 

The  engine  in  Unit  II  was  replaced  with  an  115HP  Yamaha.  Our  inten¬ 
tion  is  to  replace  the  outboard  engines  on  one  of  our  three  patrol  boats  every 
year.  This  is  a  safety  precaution  because  the  boats  are  all  single  motored  and 
are  required  to  operate  under  all  weather  conditions. 

Waterways  Enterprise  Funds  were  used  to  purchase  the  Harbortown 
Marina  in  October  2004.  This  allowed  Scituate  to  purchase  the  multi-use 
property  without  impacting  the  tax  rate.  Future  efforts  will  concentrate  on 
improving  the  recently  purchased  property. 

In  fiscal  year  2004,  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  collected  fees  of 
$679,063.83  and  had  expenditures  of  $420,977.82. 

Finally,  I  want  to  thank  my  entire  staff  for  the  professionalism  they 
demonstrated  during  the  past  year.  Their  efforts  made  boating  in  the  Scituate 
Waterways  a  safe  and  enjoyable  experience  for  everyone.

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SCITUATE  ANIMAL  SHELTER 


In  2004  the  Scituate  Animal  Shelter  continued  its  mission  of  caring  for 
and  finding  homes  for  stray  and  abandoned  animals.  The  Scituate  Animal 
Shelter  also  contracts  with  the  Towns  of  Cohasset,  Hingham  and  Norwell, 
providing  them  space  for  leash  law  violators  and  stray  dogs.  With  the  help 
of  over  fifty  volunteers,  the  shelter  cares  for  an  average  of  50  cats  and  16  dogs 
on  a  daily  basis. 

Our  new  volunteer  orientation  program  has  changed  the  way  we  train 
new  recruits.  This  new  program  should  go  far  in  creating  a  more  efficient  run¬ 
ning  shelter  as  well  as  enhancing  our  retention  rates.  Lucky  for  our  animals 
we  have  many  long  term  volunteers;  some  have  been  with  us  since  the  begin¬ 
ning.  This  speaks  not  only  to  their  dedication  but  to  how  much  they  believe  in 
out  mission.  Thank  you  to  these  special  individuals!  We  couldn’t  do  it  with¬ 
out  them! 

The  shelter  also  provides  educational  tours  to  school  groups  and  scout 
troops,  as  well  as  the  general  public.  Many  thanks  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Scituate  Shelter.  This  non-profit  group  has  also  made  it  possible  to  construct 
outdoor  kennels,  renovate  the  kitchen  and  provide  the  residents  of  Scituate  a 
low  cost  spay  neuter  program.  Additionally,  they  made  it  possible  to  start  a 
trap-neuter-release  program  to  prevent  the  rise  of  the  feral  cat  population.  This 
program  is  being  implemented  country-wide  and  will  make  a  difference  in  the 
lives  of  local  feral  cats. 

Due  to  the  caring  support  of  the  Scituate  community,  we  have  found 
homes  for  hundreds  of  cats,  rabbits,  dogs  and  birds  making  2004  very  reward¬ 
ing.

The  Animal  Control  Board  is  a  five-member  board  charged  with  enforc¬ 
ing  the  Animal  Control  Bylaw  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  serves  as  an  advi¬ 
sory  board  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

There  was  little  activity  during  the  year  2004.  Current  members  Nilah 
MacDonald,  Jane  Granstrom,  Arthur  Brown  and  Diane  Tosi  have  met  as  need¬ 
ed  during  the  past  year.  The  entire  board  is  grateful  to  outgoing  member, 
Cynthia  Hazen. 

The  Board  has  held  one  dangerous  dog  hearing  and  issued  one  new  ken¬ 
nel  license  this  year.  Hearings  on  dangerous  dogs  are  always  difficult  on  the 
parties  as  well  as  the  members.  The  Animal  Control  Board  is  grateful  to 
Kimberly  Stewart,  Animal  Control  Officer,  for  her  diligence  and  cooperation. 

The  Board  reminds  residents  that  rabies  is  present  in  the  region,  and  vac¬ 
cination  for  the  virus  is  mandatory  for  animals  kept  within  the  Town. 
Compliance  with  the  rabies  requirement  will  ensure  the  safety  of  all  residents.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


This  past  summer  clammers  were  able  to  enjoy  digging  for  softshell 
clams  once  again  in  the  Bassin  Beach  area  of  North  Scituate.  The  flats  were 
opened  from  May  through  September  this  year  for  the  first  time  since  2000. 
By  September,  though,  the  softshell  resource  had  been  so  depleted  that  clam¬ 
mers  were  digging  for  two  hours  and  only  getting  half  a  bucket  of  clams  for 
their  efforts.  The  Bassin  Beach  area  has  therefore  been  closed  to  clammers 
until  the  resource  is  able  to  recover  and  generate  and  new  seed  set.  The 
Bassin  Beach  area  is  wide  open  and  young  clam  seed  sets  have  a  precarious 
existence  there  subjected  to  the  fury  of  the  ocean,  whenever  it  blows  out  of 
the  northeast. 

The  North  River  clam  flats  have  continued  to  be  productive  in  the  winter 
months  only.  Due  to  pollution  concerns,  the  State  Department  of  Marine 
Fisheries  monitors  the  water  quality  of  the  North  River  and  has  deemed  the 
flats  open  for  harvest  only  from  December  through  April.  Whenever  there  is 
a  large  rainfall  event,  the  North  River  flats  are  usually  affected  by  the  lowered 
salinity  and  increased  fecal  coliform  counts  that  accompany  the  large  rainfall 
events.  Clammers  in  the  winter  month  should  be  wary  of  closures  after  such 
events.  These  closures  will  be  posted  at  Conservation  Park  on  the  Driftway 
and  on  the  town's  internet  site. 

A  reminder  that  clamming  licenses  are  only  available  at  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office.  Everyone  needs  a  permit  if  they  wish  to  clam.  Also,  a  special 
reminder  to  Humarock  residents  that  the  South  River  has  been  closed  to  clam¬ 
ming  for  the  past  decade  due  to  pollution  issues.  The  State  Department  of 
Marine  Fisheries  has  declared  the  entire  South  River  to  be  closed  for  the  tak¬ 
ing  of  shellfish.  Taking  clams  from  a  closed  area  is  illegal  and  puts  the  peo¬ 
ple  consuming  them  at  risk.

WATERWAYS  COMMISSION 


The  Waterways  Commission  held  regular  meetings  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month.  The  Commission  acts  as  advisors  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
provides  a  forum  for  all  residents  interested  in  Scituate’s  harbor  and  rivers. 

In  2004  Commission  activity  centered  on  the  following  major  projects: 

•  Harbourtown  Marina  acquisition 

•  Dredging  of  South  River 

•  Harbor  mooring  field  expansion 

•  Scituate  Marine  Park  grants 

Harbourtown  Marina  Acquisition 

Almost  two  years  ago  the  Waterways  Commission  recommended  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  this  3.2  acre  property  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  At  that  time  it  was 
becoming  clear  that  the  owner  would  not  be  able  to  develop  the  property  as 
envisioned.  This  represented  a  unique  opportunity  for  the  Town  to  reclaim 
waterfront  property  that  had  been  in  private  hands  for  generations. 

With  the  support  of  the  Selectmen  the  initiative  moved  into  high  gear  at 
the  beginning  of  2004.  The  Town  partnered  with  the  Trust  for  Public  Lands  to 
facilitate  and  negotiate  a  purchase.  The  Waterways  Commission  participated 
in  a  task  force  and  worked  with  Town  committees  to  perform  due  diligence 
and  address  the  many  questions  and  issues  that  an  acquisition  of  this  scale 
raised. 

The  idea  behind  the  acquisition  was  quite  simple:  reclaim  precious  water¬ 
front  and  make  it  available  to  all  residents.  The  property  was  already  operat¬ 
ing  a  full  marina  and  a  busy  boat  yard.  Further  development  could  broaden 
this  use  to  allow  public  access  as  well  as  provide  facilities  for  other  Town 
activities,  such  as  the  sailing  club. 

Following  a  minor  setback  in  late  spring  the  initiative  quickly  gained 
renewed  energy  and  through  the  efforts  of  many,  many  individuals  Special 
Town  Meeting  overwhelmingly  approved  the  acquisition  of  Scituate  Marine 
Park  in  September. 

In  2005  a  committee  will  be  formed  to  consider  specific  development 
plans  for  the  near  term  and  into  the  future. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  note  its  appreciation  to  Selectmen  Joe 
Norton  for  his  support  and  enthusiasm  for  this  project  from  the  start. 

Dredging 

Following  false  starts  and  disagreements  among  State  regulatory  groups, 
dredging  of  the  South  River  picked  up  again  in  December  and  was  making 
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good  progress  through  the  end  of  the  month.  We  expect  that  dredging  from 
inside  the  mouth  of  the  river  to  the  Sea  Street  Bridge  will  be  completed  with¬ 
in  the  seasonal  window  close  in  February  2005. 

Maintenance  dredging  of  the  mouth  of  the  South  River  is  in  the  planning 
stage,  with  work  scheduled  to  begin  later  in  the  year.  Though  this  area  was 
dredged  in  1998/99,  severe  shoaling  has  filled  in  this  area.  This  past  year  it 
has  become  a  hazardous  passage  for  larger  vessels  at  low  tide.  We  expect  that 
maintenance  will  have  to  be  performed  on  a  regular  basis,  possibly  a  five-year 
cycle. 

Much  of  the  dredging  activity  planned  over  the  past  nine  years  for 
Scituate’s  waterways  has  been  completed.  Looking  to  the  future  the 
Commission  will  be  evaluating  how  and  when  to  undertake  dredging  of  the 
inner  harbor. 

Harbor  mooring  field  expansion 

The  2004  Town  Meeting  approved  funds  for  a  study  to  determine  the  fea¬ 
sibility  of  expanding  the  number  of  available  moorings  in  the  harbor.  All 
along  the  Massachusetts  coast  moorings  are  simply  not  available,  and  waiting 
lists  are  growing. 

The  Commission  felt  it  would  be  appropriate  for  the  Town  to  see  if  there 
were  areas  of  the  harbor  that  could  be  used  as  new  mooring  fields.  Because  of 
strict  State  and  Federal  regulation  we  are  embarking  on  this  process  very 
deliberately.  The  first  step,  which  will  be  completed  in  2005,  will  be  to  iden¬ 
tify  potential,  if  any,  mooring  sites  in  the  inner  harbor.  The  next  stage  will  be 
to  assess  what  barriers  to  development  exist,  and  to  develop  strategies  to  deal 
with  these. 

While  the  Commission  is  hopeful  that  new  moorings  will  be  added  at 
some  point,  the  time  frame  for  this  may  be  several  years,  at  best. 

Scituate  Marine  Park  grants 

The  Waterways  Commission  recommended  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
approved  funds  to  explore  opportunities  to  secure  public  funds  to  offset  some 
of  the  costs  associated  with  the  purchase  of  Scituate  Marine  Park.  We  are 
encouraged  that  there  appears  to  be  a  number  of  opportunities  to  qualify  for 
grants  that  will  enhance  the  property  for  boaters  and  the  public  alike. 

2005 

Scituate  Marine  Park  will  be  an  important  project  for  the  Waterways 
Commission  in  2005.  The  Commission  will  work  with  the  Planning  Board, 
the  Harbormaster’  office  and  other  Town  groups  to  insure  that  this  property  is 
managed  fully  in  the  interest  of  the  Town.  We  hope  to  see  widespread  interest 
and  participation  from  residents,  and  non-boaters,  who  want  this  property  to 
be  a  glowing  example  of  what  people  can  accomplish  for  future  generations. 
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Scituate’s  harbor  and  rivers  are  treasured  resources.  It  is  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  the  Town,  boaters  and  all  users  to  protect  them.  Every  year  growing 
demands  will  be  placed  on  our  waterways  to  accommodate  ever-increasing 
numbers  of  visitors  and  to  deliver  more  services.  The  Commission  is  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  maintaining  the  beauty,  simplicity  and  integrity  of  the  Harbor  and  rivers. 
To  this  end  the  Commission  is  grateful  to  the  Harbormaster  and  his  staff  for 
making  Scituate  a  safe  and  favorite  destination  for  visitors.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2004 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  2004  season  began  with  a  normal  water  table  until  record  April  pre¬ 
cipitation  produced  large  numbers  of  spring  and  summer  brood  mosquitoes 
throughout  the  County.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting 
with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using 
B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the 
spring  brood  of  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began.  The 
Project  responded  to  9,240  requests  for  service  from  residents. 

In  response  to  the  elevated  threat  of  virus  in  the  district,  we  increased  our 
trapping,  aerial  and  ground  larviciding  and  adult  spray  in  areas  of  concern  to 
protect  public  health. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  was  first  isolated  from  Culex  species, 
a  human  biting  species,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
from  Project  collections  in  Middleboro  on  August  3,  2004.  Of  the  season’s 
total  of  thirty  nine  EEE  isolates,  fifteen  were  from  Plymouth  County  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Halifax  (8/4,  8/11,  8/18,  9/13  (2)  and  9/20),  Kingston  (8/18  and  8/19), 
Middleboro  (8/3,  8/24  and  8/25),  Pembroke  (8/31  and  9/8).  Plymouth  (9/8), 
Rockland  (9/4).  Four  human  cases  of  EEE  were  confirmed  including  two 
fatalities  (Brockton  and  Holbrook).  These  cases  came  from  four  towns  in  two 
counties  (Plymouth  County:  Brockton  and  Middleboro).  (Norfolk  County: 
Holbrook  and  Foxboro).  Seven  horses  tested  positive  for  EEE  in 
Massachusetts  with  three  in  Plymouth  County:  Middleboro  (2)  9/2  and  9/15 
and  East  Bridgewater  (1)  10/2.  We  normally  end  our  spray  season  on  Labor 
Day.  This  year,  because  of  increased  virus  isolations,  we  extended  our  resi¬ 
dential  spray  program  three  weeks  into  September.  Municipality  based 
requests  for  area  wide  spray  continued  throughout  the  district  through 
October  4,  2004.  Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the  “Vector  Control  Plan  to 
Prevent  EEE’’  in  Massachusetts,  Southeastern  Massachusetts  will  be  at  a 
“high  level  of  EEE  risk"  beginning  the  2005  season. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  2004  there  were  no  human  West  Nile 
Virus  cases  in  Plymouth  County.  No  horse  cases  occurred  during  the  season 
and  two  birds  tested  positive  for  WNV  (one  in  East  Bridgewater  and  one  in 
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Marshfield).  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  and  WNV  continues  to  ensure 
cooperation  between  this  Project  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  In  an 
effort  to  keep  the  public  informed,  EEE  and  WNV  activity  updates  are  regu¬ 
larly  posted  on  our  website,  www.plymouthinosquito.com  and  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  at  www. state. ma.  us/clph/wnv/wnv  1 . htm . 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While  mos¬ 
quitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a 
tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and 
comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  7,200  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made 
to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  June  and  the  last  in  September. 

In  cooperation  with  this  Project  supplying  insecticide,  Scituate  town 
employees  treated  1,600  catch  basins  to  prevent  the  emergence  of  Culex  pip- 
iens ,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  helicopter  before 
the  leaves  come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  Scituate  this 
year  we  aerially  larvicided  354  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present. 

Water  Management.  During  2004  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  425  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  over¬ 
flows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together 
with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  10,650  linear  feet  of  upland  and  saltmarsh  ditch 
was  reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  one  of  the  Project’s  track  driven  excava¬ 
tors. 


Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  which  is  the  time  between 
notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  com¬ 
plaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days  with  more 
than  475  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Aedes  vexans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  include  Culex  species  and  Coquillettidia  perturbans. 
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We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  infor¬ 
mation  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any 
other  matters  of  concern.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 


The  role  of  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  is  to  deliver  research- 
based  information  to  Plymouth  County  residents  through  non-formal  methods.  The 
Plymouth  County  Extension  staff  work  in  conceit  with  UMass  Amherst  Faculty  and 
Extension  staff  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  provide 
valuable  information  in  Extension’s  four  major  program  areas:  Agriculture  and 
Landscape;  4-H  Youth  and  Family  Development;  Nutrition  Education;  and  Natural 
Resources  and  Environmental  Conservation.  The  Extension  System  is  supported  by 
County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and 
agreements.

camps;  and  teacher  workshops  and  resources.  New  research  findings  are 
translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  people  and  communities 
through  workshops,  conferences,  field  demonstrations,  radio  and  television, 
local  libraries,  technical  assistance,  and  newspaper  articles.  Publications  such 
as  newsletters,  booklets,  and  fact  sheets  bring  information  directly  to  those 
who  need  it.  Additional  information  is  delivered  through  office  visits,  phone 
calls,  and  UMass-Amherst  Extension  web  access  -  www.umassextension.org.

GENERAL: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  a  service  organization  responsible  for 
providing  essential  public  works  infrastructure  support  services  for  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Scituate.  Services  provided  by  this  department  include  the  engineer¬ 
ing  design,  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewer, 
water  and  storm  drainage  systems;  surveying  and  mapping;  maintenance  and 
repair  of  vehicles  and  equipment;  maintenance  of  parks,  cemeteries,  athletic 
fields,  beaches,  public  buildings  and  off-street  parking  facilities;  public  refuse 
collection  and  disposal;  snow  plowing  and  ice  control;  administration  of  con¬ 
struction  contracts;  review  of  subdivision  projects;  inspection  of  construction 
projects  and  the  operation  of  the  Sewer  and  Water  Treatment  Plants  and 
Transfer  Station. 

ORGANIZATION: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  organized  into  five  divisions,  each 
under  the  direct  Supervision  of  a  division  supervisor  and  the  overall  direction 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.

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TRAFFIC  RULES  &  REGULATIONS  COMMITTEE 


The  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  acts  as  an  advisory  com¬ 
mittee  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  this  capacity,  the  committee  serves  to 
provide  comment  and  recommendation  on  a  wide  range  of  traffic-related 
issues.  Committee  meetings  are  held  monthly.  Additional  meetings  and  site 
visits  are  scheduled  when  required. 

Part  of  our  work  each  year  is  the  review  of  plans  submitted  to  us  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  comment  and  recommendation.  This  year,  too,  we 
reviewed  numerous  plans  with  regard  to  various,  essential  traffic  safety 
aspects  such  as  adequate  access  and  egress  room  for  emergency  vehicles  and 
projected  traffic  impact  on  intersecting  and  neighboring  roads.  Proposals  for 
a  number  of  large  housing  projects  have  come  before  the  committee  this  year, 
and  each  has  presented  its  own  challenges.  The  proposed  Oceanside  Village 
and  ongoing  development  in  the  Harbor  have  both  involved  a  great  deal  of 
study  and  review.  We  have  also  continued  to  address  traffic  impact  concerns 
regarding  the  MBTA  Greenbush  line.  As  our  town  has  grown,  we  have 
received  more  requests  from  residents  to  review  issues  such  as  traffic  move¬ 
ment  through  Scituate’s  neighborhoods,  vehicular  speeding,  pedestrian  safe¬ 
ty,  and  signage.  The  committee  appreciates  the  concerns  of  Scituate  residents 
for  public  safety.  We  thoroughly  review  each  issue  and  endeavor  in  every 
way  to  find  workable  solutions. 

The  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  thanks  Board  of  Selectmen 
Liaison  Paul  Reidy  and  Planning  Board  Liaisons  Ann  Burbine  and  William 
Limbacher  for  their  contributions  to  the  committee.  The  committee  also 
extends  its  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Police  Department,  the 
Planning  Board  and  to  the  citizens  of  Scituate  for  their  support,  guidance, 
understanding,  and  cooperation  as  we  continue  our  appointed  work  on  behalf 
of  our  community.

John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  once  stated,  “Our  progress  as  a  nation  can  be  no 
swifter  than  our  progress  in  education.”  I  report  to  you  that  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools  are  making  steady  progress  in  a  number  of  important  areas. 

The  district's  administrative  team  is  still  relatively  young,  with  the  entire 
Central  Office  and  three  out  of  six  principals  in  place  for  two  years  or  less. 
The  incredible  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  the  new  administrative  team  has 
allowed  a  new  vision  for  the  Scituate  schools  to  take  root.  This  vision  is  most 
clearly  embodied  in  the  district’s  Accountability  Plan,  a  five-year  strategic 
plan  that  specifically  outlines  the  steps  teachers,  administrators,  students,  par¬ 
ents  and  other  constituents  will  be  taking  over  the  coming  years  to  make  our¬ 
selves  better.  Veteran  teachers  are  invigorated  by  the  goals  outlined  in  the  dis¬ 
trict’s  Accountability  Plan,  and  a  number  of  retirements  have  allowed  us  to 
hire  new  teachers  to  join  the  district  in  this  effort. 

With  the  successful  completion  of  the  significant  task  of  opening  the 
Jenkins  Elementary  School,  students  and  staff  were  able  to  renew  their  com¬ 
mitment  to  excellent  teaching  and  learning  for  the  students  of  this  communi¬ 
ty.  Through  the  district’s  Accountability  Plan,  new  curriculum  initiatives 
were  introduced  at  the  elementary  level,  particularly  with  respect  to 
Mathematics.  Two  standards-based  Mathematics  programs,  Everyday  Math 
and  Connected  Math,  were  implemented  at  the  district’s  four  elementary 
schools  and  the  Gates  Intermediate  School.  These  programs,  along  with 
extensive  training  provided  to  district  teachers,  will  help  to  ensure  that  stu¬ 
dents  perform  well  on  tests  such  as  the  MCAS.  State  and  federal  legislation, 
such  as  No  Child  Left  Behind,  has  put  a  new  sense  of  pressure  on  students  in 
Scituate  to  achieve  at  ever-increasing  levels  on  standardized  tests. 

In  the  fall  of  2004,  the  district  turned  its  focus  to  long-range  planning  for 
both  student  assignment  and  building  maintenance.  A  Redistricting  and  Space 
Committee  formed  in  order  to  study  data  related  to  expected  population 
growth  during  the  coming  years.  The  committee  also  studied  the  findings  of 
the  Habeeb  Architectural  Study,  which  was  commissioned  by  Town  Meeting. 
With  an  eye  on  the  Gates  Intermediate  School,  the  building  with  the  greatest 
repair  needs,  the  committee  looked  at  the  educational  needs  of  middle  school 
students,  and  how  best  to  configure  the  grade  levels  in  future  years  to  meet 
those  educational  needs.  While  a  report  from  this  committee  is  expected  dur¬ 
ing  the  2005  calendar  year,  it  was  clear  from  the  outset  the  work  of  this  com¬ 
mittee  would  be  ongoing  over  an  extensive  period,  and  that  it  would  also 
involve  other  town  departments  and  community  members. 

While  it  was  a  productive  year  for  the  school  department,  the  schools  did 
face  the  continued  challenge  of  managing  a  complex  organization  with  limit¬ 
ed  resources.  With  the  loss  of  Title  I  services,  the  district  has  very  limited 
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options  for  providing  remediation  for  those  students  who  might  need  addi¬ 
tional  support  in  their  classes.  This  is  of  particular  concern  given  the  achieve¬ 
ment  demands  of  No  Child  Left  Behind  legislation.  At  the  same  time,  other 
mandates,  such  as  Special  Education,  continue  to  tax  limited  district 
resources.  The  Fiscal  Year  2006  budget  represents  the  district's  attempt  to 
address  a  variety  of  needs  relative  to  student  achievement.  Additional  funds 
and  positions  in  the  budget  will  support  the  district’s  goals,  as  expressed  in 
our  Accountability  Plan,  of  providing  the  best  education  possible  to  all  stu¬ 
dents  from  this  community. 

The  spirited  collaboration  between  the  citizens  of  this  great  community 
and  their  school  department  has  permitted  public  education  to  move  forward. 
We  are  progressing  as  a  school  system;  we  are  progressing  as  a  community. 

Curriculum 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  is  continuing  its  implementation  of  stan- 
dards-based  Mathematics  curriculum  at  the  elementary  schools  and  Gates 
Intermediate  School.  Everyday  Math  is  being  implemented  in  Grades  K-4 
(with  Grade  1  having  been  implemented  in  2003-2004,  Grades  K,  2  and  3 
being  implemented  in  2004-2005,  and  Grade  4  scheduled  to  be  implemented 
in  2005-2006)  and  Connected  Math  in  Grades  5-7.  The  curriculum  is  closely 
aligned  to  the  state  curriculum  frameworks  for  Mathematics  and  draws  heav¬ 
ily  from  the  revised  standards  of  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
Mathematics  (NCTM).  Extensive  training  has  been  provided  to  teachers  both 
during  the  summer  and  the  school  year. 

During  spring  of  2004,  teachers  began  the  second  phase  of  our  five-year 
curriculum  renewal  process  by  forming  a  team  to  study  the  History/Social 
Science  curriculum.  The  curriculum  was  updated  during  the  winter,  spring 
and  summer  of  2004  in  order  to  reflect  the  current  History/Social  Science 
Frameworks  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  Three  textbooks 
were  chosen  among  five  options  to  be  piloted  at  various  grade  levels  across 
the  district  in  2004-2005,  with  a  decision  expected  in  spring  2005.  New 
History/Social  Science  textbooks  will  be  purchased  for  use  in  the  fall  of  2005. 
Once  the  History/Social  Science  adoption  is  complete,  the  district  will  turn  its 
focus  to  Language  Arts. 

With  the  help  of  Parent  Teacher  Organizations  (PTOs),  the  Scituate 
Education  Alliance  (SEA),  local  business  people,  and  federal  grants,  the  dis¬ 
trict  has  continued  its  implementation  of  the  Open  Circle  social  competency 
curriculum.  This  research-based  K-5  curriculum,  which  is  in  use  in  scores  of 
districts  in  the  area,  was  developed  by  the  Stone  Center  at  Wellesley  College. 
The  implementation  of  the  Open  Circle  curriculum  at  all  four  elementary 
schools  has  helped  to  ensure  a  common  language  and  common  expectations 
for  building  a  supportive  culture  in  each  elementary  school  in  the  district. 
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During  the  2003-2004  and  2004-2005  school  years,  K-12  vertical  inte¬ 
gration  curriculum  teams  have  continued  to  engage  teachers  and  administra¬ 
tors  from  throughout  the  district  in  an  ongoing  review  of  district-wide  curric¬ 
ula  and  assessment  results.  Teams  include  representatives  from  each  school 
in  the  district,  along  with  department  chairs,  building  principals,  and  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  Curriculum,  Instruction  and  Staff  Development. 
The  teams  are  called  “vertical  integration  teams”  because  their  goal  is  to  focus 
on  the  alignment  of  the  curriculum  vertically  from  K-12  (in  addition  to  hori¬ 
zontal  alignment  within  each  grade  level). 

The  district  continues  to  support  students  from  Boston  who  attend  the 
Scituate  Schools  through  our  participation  in  the  METCO  program.  Various 
professional  development  opportunities  have  been  provided  to  support  teach¬ 
ers  in  their  efforts  to  close  the  achievement  gap.  Through  a  curriculum  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  training  has  been  done  over  a  two-year 
period  for  both  students  and  teachers  on  how  to  choose  language  that  is  both 
racially  and  culturally  sensitive  when  speaking  with  others.  With  the  support 
of  the  METCO  program,  along  with  federal  grants,  we  initiated  in  the  fall  of 
2004  a  year-long  study  group  to  consider  the  experience  of  students  from 
diverse  backgrounds  in  our  society.  This  group,  called  Diversity  Partners,  has 
been  meeting  on  a  monthly  basis  throughout  the  2004-2005  academic  year. 
Participants  in  the  Diversity  Partners  include  a  cross  section  of  teachers, 
administrators  and  aides  from  all  district  schools,  along  with  community 
members  ranging  from  town  policemen  to  church  officials. 

Assessment 

In  2004,  students  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  experienced  an  increase 
in  mandated  testing  due  to  the  implementation  of  the  Massachusetts 
Education  Reform  Act  (MERA)  and  The  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  (NCLB). 

The  MCAS  test  was  mandated  by  The  Massachusetts  Education  Reform 
Act  of  1993  (MERA).  In  the  1990s,  education  reform  laws  such  as  MERA 
were  passed  across  the  country.  In  fact,  today  there  are  curriculum  standards 
in  all  fifty  states,  and  state  testing  in  forty-nine  states.  The  one  state  without 
an  official  state  test,  Iowa,  already  has  a  high  quality  standardized  test  devel¬ 
oped  by  their  state  university  (The  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills)  that  is  in  use  in 
many  places  across  the  country. 

The  MERA  called  for  an  ambitious  and  dramatic  list  of  changes  to  edu¬ 
cation  in  Massachusetts:  the  development  of  curriculum  standards  in  all  core 
areas  (prior  to  1993  there  were  no  statewide  educational  requirements);  the 
creation  of  the  MCAS  as  a  state  test,  a  requirement  that  students  pass  the 
MCAS  in  order  to  graduate,  beginning  in  2003;  teacher  testing;  and  several 
additional  provisions  such  as  changes  to  budgeting,  charter  schools,  and  a  new 
emphasis  on  instructional  hours  in  the  school  day.  In  1993,  there  were  many 
questions  about  whether  or  not  this  ambitious  agenda  would  come  to  pass, 
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especially  the  issue  of  tying  graduation  to  the  results  of  the  Grade  10  MCAS. 
Now  that  eleven  years  have  passed,  we  can  see  clearly  that  the  goals  of  this 
legislation  have  been  achieved. 

The  federal  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  of  2001  (NCLB)  draws  upon  what 
Texas  did  in  its  own  reform  efforts  in  the  1 990s  and  imposes  it  on  a  national 
scale.  NCLB  requires  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  amount  of  testing  that 
Massachusetts  currently  does  under  MERA.  While  the  MCAS  is  now  given 
at  various  grade  levels  depending  on  the  subject  area,  NCLB  mandates  that 
tests  in  Mathematics  and  Reading  be  given  every  year  in  Grades  3-8.  Science 
testing  is  also  mandated,  beginning  in  2007-2008.  This  is  a  significant 
increase  in  the  number  of  tests  we  give  and  the  amount  of  time  we  devote  to 
testing.  The  process  of  implementing  NCLB  has  already  begun,  although  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  MCAS  tests  to  be  given  in  spring  2005  are  still  in  the  trial/pilot 
phase. 

Since  Scituate  is  already  a  very  high  performing  district,  many  compo¬ 
nents  of  the  act  do  not  affect  our  schools  directly.  However,  one  feature  of  the 
act  that  does  affect  us  is  the  requirement  that  99%  of  students  in  the  district 
perform  at  the  proficient  level  in  Mathematics,  Reading  and  Science  by  the 
2013-2014  school  year.  What  this  means  is  that  there  is  a  clear  timeframe  in 
which  to  ensure  that  all  students  in  Scituate  are  performing  at  the  proficiency 
level  on  the  MCAS.  Each  year  during  the  next  ten  years,  we  will  review  what 
steps  we  need  to  take  to  close  the  gap  in  Scituate. 

Since  Scituate  is  already  a  high  performing  district,  the  task  of  closing  the 
proficiency  gap  and  ensuring  that  all  students  are  at  the  proficiency  level  is  a 
particularly  challenging  one.  MCAS  test  questions  change  every  year  (unlike 
norm-referenced  tests  such  as  the  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills);  so  small  changes 
in  scores  may  be  due  to  problems  with  particular  questions  on  the  test.  In 
order  to  increase  scores,  it  becomes  necessary  to  gather  additional  information 
that  highlights  exactly  where  students  have  needs  that  need  to  be  addressed. 

The  coming  years  will  answer  many  of  the  questions  we  have  today  about 
the  rise  of  testing  in  public  education  as  well  as  No  Child  Left  Behind  imple¬ 
mentation.  For  now,  however,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  remain  committed 
to  providing  the  best  education  possible  to  the  youth  of  this  community;  we 
are  committed  to  helping  our  students  to  perform  at  high  levels  on  mandated 
testing  but  also  to  have  a  rich,  high  quality  education  and  not  one  that  is 
entirely  focused  on  test  preparation. 

MCAS  Scores 

In  2004,  the  district  noted  significant  improvement  in  English  Language 
Arts  (ELA)  scores.  Results  for  the  ELA  subtest,  which  was  given  in  Grades 
3,  7  and  10,  were  very  strong.  In  Grade  7,  93%  of  Scituate  students  scored  in 
the  Advanced  or  Proficient  categories,  compared  to  only  68%  statewide. 
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Another  area  of  significant  improvement  was  Grade  10  Mathematics.  In  this 
subtest,  the  district  had  54%  of  its  students  scoring  in  the  Advanced  category, 
compared  to  only  29%  statewide.  Overall,  85%  of  Scituate  students  were  in 
the  top  two  scoring  categories,  Advanced  and  Proficient,  compared  to  only 
57%  statewide.  Scores  reflect  these  efforts  toward  continuous  improvement. 
This  score  is  a  15%  increase  in  the  percentage  of  students  scoring  in  the 
Advanced  and  Proficient  category  in  Grade  10  Mathematics  since  last  year. 

At  the  elementary  level,  Cushing  Elementary  School  had  a  particularly 
strong  performance  again  this  year.  On  the  Grade  3  Reading  test,  90%  of  the 
students  scored  in  the  Proficient  category,  the  highest  score  possible  on  this 
particular  test.  Statewide,  only  63%  of  students  scored  at  this  level.  On  the 
Grade  4  ELA  subtest,  88%  of  Cushing  students  scored  at  the  Advanced  or 
Proficient  level;  this  compared  to  only  56%  of  students  statewide.  Finally,  at 
Grade  6,  82%  of  students  scored  at  the  Advanced  or  Proficient  level  on  the 
Mathematics  subtest,  compared  to  only  43%  of  students  statewide. 

Professional  Development 

The  district-wide  Professional  Development  Council,  consisting  of  teach¬ 
ers  and  com-munity  members  from  throughout  the  district,  continued  to  meet 
throughout  the  academic  year.  The  Council  is  charged  with  the  task  of  plan¬ 
ning  professional  development  days  for  the  district,  which  were  held  both  in 
September  and  October.  The  fall  2004  teacher  workshop  day  began  with  a 
well-received  presentation  on  drug  use  among  today’s  youth  led  by  an  agent 
from  the  U.S.  Drug  Enforcement  Agency. 

The  district  maintained  its  commitment  to  the  growth  and  development 
of  its  newest  teachers  through  an  induction  program.  The  induction  program 
for  new  teachers  includes  an  orientation  program,  along  with  a  support  team 
for  all  incoming  teachers,  comprised  of  a  mentor,  a  building  or  departmental 
administrator,  and  other  teachers  either  in  the  same  grade  level  or  same 
department.  As  a  result  of  the  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993, 
along  with  changes  in  teacher  licensure  approved  in  2001,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  mandates  that  all  school  districts  in  the 
Commonwealth  provide  an  induction  program,  along  with  documentation  of 
the  various  activities  involved  in  the  mentoring  process.  In  fulfillment  of 
these  statewide  requirements,  the  district  provided  release  time  for  mentor 
teachers  and  those  being  mentored  to  observe  one  another  and  discuss  the 
teaching  and  learning  process.  Mentor  coordinators  were  selected  to  develop 
summer  training  sessions,  and  steps  were  taken  to  revise  the  district’s  com¬ 
prehensive  induction  manual. 

Other  activities  have  included  the  following: 

•  Seventeen  teachers  participated  in  two-  to  three-day  workshops 
through  the  Teachers  As  Scholars  Program. 
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•  A  team  of  five  teachers  was  trained  in  Lesson  Study  and  implemented 
the  model  throughout  the  school  year  with  support  from  Education 
Development  Center  (EDC)  consultants. 

•  SEA  Events: 

o  Open  Circle  Parent  Information  Night 
o  Symposium  for  the  College  Bound  Student

o  The  Promise  of  Proactive  Parenting  (Spring  2004) 

•  Math  Family  Nights  at  four  elementary  schools 

•  CPR  Training  and  Automatic  External  Defibrillator  Training  offered  by 
Grace  Brennan 

•  Ongoing  meetings  of  vertical  teams.  The  work  of  these  teams  varies 
by  content  area.  In  Science,  for  example,  the  team  re-evaluated  the 
Harcourt  curriculum  based  on  the  Massachusetts  State  Frameworks. 
The  outcome  of  this  process  was  a  better  understanding  of  the  frame¬ 
works  and  changes  in  which  units  are  taught  at  each  grade  level. 

•  Ongoing  grade  level  meetings.  These  teams  have  worked  very  hard  on 
early  release  days  to  share  common  assessments,  score  and  analyze 
writing  prompts  together,  etc.  The  Reading  teachers  took  this  time  to 
overhaul  the  district  writing  portfolio  in  anticipation  of  a  new  language 
arts  adoption  as  a  part  of  the  Five-Year  Accountability  Plan.  The 
revised  writing  portfolio  will  be  piloted  in  2004-2005.

•  Job-embedded  Mathematics  training  offered  by  consultants  to  teachers 
in  Grades  1  and  2  as  they  implemented  Everyday  Math,  and  teachers  in 
Grades  5and  6  teaching  Connected  Math.  Consultants  met  with  grade 
levels  at  each  building  and  taught  sample  lessons  from  these  new  cur¬ 
ricula  for  all  to  observe  and  discuss. 

•  Training  of  twenty  Open  Circle  elementary  teachers  (K-5); 

•  Training  of  all  elementary  specialists  in  Open  Circle  -  one  full  day  on 
January,  2004  in-service  day. 

•  Training  of  “Open  Circle  Consulting  Teachers”  for  each  of  the  four  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  Consulting  teachers  continued  to  receive  training  and 
provide  support  throughout  the  year. 
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•  Training  offered  to  teacher  leaders  from  each  building  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Measures  of  Academic  Progress  (MAP),  a  computer- 
adaptive  standardized  test  offered  by  the  Northwest  Evaluation 
Association  (NWEA).  Teacher  leaders  from  each  building  in  turn  led 
workshops  to  help  their  colleagues  interpret  results  of  the  MAP  test. 

•  Training  in  Everyday  Math. 

•  Open  Circle  training  (for  29  teachers,  including  two  DARE  officers). 
This  also  includes  a  commitment  to  train  eight  consulting  teachers. 

•  History/Social  Science  curriculum  revision  committee. 

•  Professional  development  mini-grants  in  Social  Science,  English, 
Foreign  Language,  Art,  Music,  Health  and  Wellness. 

•  Training  on  PowerPoint  and  Inspiration  software  to  develop  teacher 
websites. 

•  Scituate  teachers  also  participate  in  Content  Institutes  offered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 

•  Continued  training  for  middle  school  and  high  school  Mathematics 
teachers  in  the  Japanese  lesson  study  model,  offered  through  the 
Education  Development  Center  in  Newton,  Massachusetts. 

•  Physical  response  training  offered  to  new  teachers  at  new  teacher  ori¬ 
entation. 

•  Training  in  6+1  Writing  Traits  model  offered  to  a  team  of  12  Scituate 
teachers  selected  through  an  application  process  (Spring  2004). 

•  Training  in  Literacy  terminology  offered  by  district  Reading  teachers. 
The  goal  of  this  workshop  is  to  begin  to  develop  a  common  language 
among  district  staff  regarding  reading  practices. 

Grants 

A  variety  of  both  federal  and  state  funds  provide  support  to  teachers 
throughout  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  An  array  of  federal  funds  provides 
small  amounts  of  money  to  support  initiatives  such  as  Mathematics  training 
and  new  teacher  mentoring.  Through  the  Academic  Support  Services  grant  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  the  school  department  receives 
funds  to  support  tutoring  both  during  the  school  year  and  during  the  summer 
for  students  who  are  at  risk  of  failing  the  MCAS  exam.  Federal  and  state 
grants  are  written  for  very  specific  professional  development  and  curriculum 
goals  within  the  district.  While  these  funds  are  an  important  means  to  support 
district  initiatives  for  teaching  and  learning,  there  is  very  little  flexibility  in 
using  these  funds  to  fulfill  the  various  other  financial  needs  that  may  arise  in 
the  district  during  a  typical  year.

Continued  Growth ,  Beginning  Financial  Recovery 

As  the  heading  might  suggest,  the  South  Shore  Regional  School  District 
optimistically  reports  on  a  very  positive  year  completed,  and  looks  forward 
equally  to  better  times  yet  to  come.  Two  plus  years  of  budget  cuts  and  restric¬ 
tions,  experienced  not  only  by  school  districts  but  also  by  nearly  all  phases  of 
municipal  operation,  might  be  viewed  as  a  completely  negative  scenario,  but 
not  at  South  Shore  Vo-Tech.  While  the  loss  of  instructional  and  support  posi¬ 
tions,  cuts  to  supplies  and  critically  important  equipment  budgets,  and  the 
scaling  back  of  sports  and  student  activity  positions  have  certainly  had  an 
impact,  the  school  district  feels  it  has  weathered  the  storm  as  best  as  could  be 
expected  and  anticipates  future  successes  and  even  better  delivery  of  educa¬ 
tional  services  to  the  students  and  communities  it  serves. 

School  year  2004-2005  has  opened  with  the  largest  enrollment  to  date  at 
South  Shore.  Continued  popularity  and  heightened  interest  in  career  and  tech¬ 
nical  education  opportunities  in  general,  combined  with  a  local  awareness  of 
the  many  avenues  to  success  available  via  South  Shore  has  resulted  in  a  can¬ 
didate  pool  of  applications  which  could  never  have  been  anticipated  over  forty 
years  ago  at  the  school’s  inception.  Virtually  the  entire  Class  of  2008  is  made 
up  of  students  residing  within  the  eight-town  district,  with  over  one  hundred 
given  waiting  list  status,  mostly  students  from  communities  outside  the  dis¬ 
trict’s  membership. 

Headlining  the  many  potential  reasons  for  the  upswing  in  interest  by  stu¬ 
dents  and  parents  is  South  Shore’s  commitment  to  academic  preparedness 
along  with  the  dynamic  advantage  gained  through  instruction  in  one  of  the 
school’s  fourteen  vocational  technical  pathways.  Continued  outstanding  per¬ 
formance  in  the  state’s  MCAS  assessment  program  includes  one  hundred 
(100%)  percent  of  South  Shore’s  Class  of  2005  having  reached  the  mandated 
competency  determination  criteria  necessary  for  graduation.  Members  of  the 
Class  of  2006  have  done  nearly  as  well,  with  remediation  efforts  by  the  school 
and  staff  preparing  those  who  have  not  yet  achieved  the  required  thresholds 
through  the  standard  retesting  process.  In  addition,  over  a  dozen  seniors  qual¬ 
ified  for  the  Commonwealth’s  first  John  and  Abigail  Adams  scholarship,  pro¬ 
viding  for  four  years  of  free  tuition  to  any  UMASS  campus,  state  or  commu¬ 
nity  college.  This  merit-based  award  reflects  positively  on  both  these  students 
and  the  school. 

Heightened  focus  is  being  placed  on  all  Massachusetts  public  school  stu¬ 
dents  demonstrating  even  more  challenging  levels  of  achievement  in  upcom¬ 
ing  years,  with  the  target  of  proficiency  in  all  areas  raising  the  testing  bar 
higher.  South  Shore  is  well  into  the  planning  stages  aimed  at  providing  broad¬ 
er  academic  instruction  in  Science  and  Social  Studies,  the  next  content  areas 
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coming  on  board  for  MCAS  inclusion.  Shifting  and  adding  instructional 
staffing  resources  will  most  definitely  trigger  some  financial  realities  in  future 
district  budgets. 

Spring  of  2004  also  produced  South  Shore’s  much  anticipated  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)  report.  While  the 
school  and  district  did  extremely  well,  realizing  a  continuation  of  accredita¬ 
tion  with  many  commendations,  there  are,  of  course,  multiple  recommenda¬ 
tions  that  are  not  only  valid  but  also  worthy  of  strong  consideration.  The 
administration  and  the  school  committee  will  be  devoting  energy  and  avail¬ 
able  resources,  hopefully  in  the  near  future,  to  addressing  some  of  the  recom¬ 
mendations  that  carry  financial  impacts. 

South  Shore  Viking  athletics  had  another  history  making  calendar  year, 
led  by  the  MIAA  tournament  qualifying  basketball  teams  for  both  the  boys 
and  girls  squads.  The  girl’s  team,  with  several  underclassmen  contributors, 
accomplished  the  first  state  tournament  victory  in  the  school’s  history.  The 
football  team  followed  up  its  two  Super  Bowl  winning  seasons  with  another 
successful  campaign,  finishing  9-3  and  winning  the  first  ever  State  Vocational 
Small  Schools  Championship,  defeating  Blackstone  Valley  Tech  of  Upton. 

On  the  technical  front,  Vo-Tech  has  experienced  a  two-year  phase  out  of 
the  Industrial  Technology  (Manufacturing)  program  in  favor  of  a  Computer 
Information  Technology  concept  aimed  at  meeting  the  growing  career  inter¬ 
ests  in  the  computer  industry.  Also  meeting  a  demand,  this  time  on  the 
Department  of  Education  front,  South  Shore  has  expanded  to  a  full  half-year 
the  freshman  Exploratory  experience,  providing  incoming  students  an  even 
broader  experiential  foundation  from  which  to  make  longer  term  technical 
field  decisions. 

Currently,  forty-three  of  the  total  enrollment  of  five  hundred  and  seventy 
two  are  from  Scituate.  June  of  2004  celebrated  the  graduation  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  students  from  the  town:  Christina  DeFilippo,  Garret  Donovan,  Gregory 
Dunn,  John  Kasper,  Daniel  Kline,  Michael  Lackey,  Terrance  Low,  Gregory 
Sabin  and  Scott  Tetrault. 

South  Shore  Vocational  Technical  High  School  strives  to  continue  it’s 
strong  regional  educational  partnership  with  our  area  town  communities.  We 
look  forward  to  serving  the  needs  of  the  communities  whenever  possible  and 
to  providing  the  best  possible  career  and  technical  education  to  our  students, 
your  citizens.  When  all  constituencies  work  together,  the  outcomes  are 
reflected  in  an  improved  product  for  all.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

During  2004,  the  Board  of  Health  held  twenty-six  (26)  meetings  and 
eighty  nine  (89)  public  hearings  on  mostly  Title  5  variances  and  other  con¬ 
cerns.  The  Board  also  approved  five  (5)  emergency  sewer  connections  to  the 
public  sewage  system  due  to  failed  sewage  disposal  systems  that  could  not  be 
replaced  by  systems  in  full  compliance  with  Title  5. 

There  were  one-hundred  sixteen  (116)  Title  5  inspections  submitted,  of 
which  eighty-three  (83)  passed  and  thirty  three  (33)  failed.  One-hundred 
sixty-eight  (168)  permits  for  sewage  disposal  systems  were  issued.  Also,  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  3  subdivisions  (Cornerstone  Estates/Whitcomb  Pines/Sam  Tilden 
Estates)  were  approved  with  a  total  of  twenty  (20)  new  lots. 

Two  homes  were  condemned  by  the  Scituate  Board  of  Health  for  lack  of 
water  and  unsanitary  conditions:  341  Central  Avenue  and  260  First  Parish 
Road.  The  condemnation  order  on  260  First  Parish  Road  was  then  lifted  after 
the  dwelling  was  brought  into  compliance  with  Chapter  II  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  is  part  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health’s  Region  4B  for  Bioterrorism  Preparedness.  The  Director 
serves  on  the  Executive  Board  for  the  Region  and  with  Police  Chief  Brian 
Stewart  will  serve  on  the  Executive  Board  Advance  Practice  Center  of  the 
Cambridge  Health  Department  which  acts  as  the  administrative  health  agency 
for  Region  4B.  Through  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  the 
Scituate  Board  of  Health  received  funding  in  February  and  December  for 
computer  equipment,  regional  compatible  cellular  telephone,  emergency  pre¬ 
paredness  public  information,  an  emergency  management  website,  and  sup¬ 
port  for  developing  an  emergency  response  plan  for  infectious  disease. 

Effective  May  1 ,  2004,  the  Board  of  Health  substantially  increased  their 
fee  structure  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  Included  for  the  first  time  were 
burial  permits  for  which  many  other  towns  also  charge  a  fee.  The  Funeral 
Directors  at  the  Richardson-Gaffey  Funeral  Home  were  appointed  health 
agents  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  burial  permits  only  during  non-Town  Hall 
hours,  in  order  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics 
requirements. 

The  flu  vaccine  season  was  difficult  this  year  with  supply  shortages  caus¬ 
ing  limitation  of  eligibility  for  shots.  Eligibility  criteria  kept  changing  as 
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more  supply  became  available.  Despite  various  forms  of  public  notification, 
the  public  still  inundated  the  staff  with  requests  for  information  on  vaccine 
availability.  After  three  (3)  public  clinics,  that  had  lower  than  expected  atten¬ 
dance,  a  distribution  of  additional  vaccine  to  local  physician  providers,  the 
Public  Health  Nurse  was  still  providing  flu  shots  upon  request  with  the 
remaining  vaccine  supply,  as  the  year  ended. 

Scituate  did  not  conduct  its  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  in  the  spring  of  this  year  due  to  budget  reductions.  Residents  were 
allowed  to  use  a  visitor  permit  to  attend  surrounding  community  waste  col¬ 
lections  after  July  1,  2004  when  funding  was  restored. 

With  the  assistance  of  Jana  Govoni,  a  lifeguard  on  the  Recreation 
Department  staff,  beach  water  sampling  began  in  mid-June  and  concluded  on 
Labor  Day.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  beaches  remained  open  dur¬ 
ing  the  entire  season  with  no  closures  occurring. 

This  year,  one  food  establishment  closed,  five  new  ones  were  opened,  as 
well  as  one  new  massage  establishment  opened. 

There  were  fewer  calls  this  year  concerning  West  Nile  Virus  and  dead 
birds.  Unfortunately,  none  of  the  dead  birds  found,  were  suitable  for  testing. 

After  several  years,  the  Scituate  Board  of  Health  is  still  involved  with  the 
Inly  School  (formerly  The  Montessori  Community  School)  in  regard  to  mod¬ 
ifications  and  upgrades  to  the  sewage  disposal  systems  and  resulting  lawsuits. 

The  Director  toured  the  Scituate  Proving  Grounds  with  other  Town  Hall 
staff  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  members,  reviewed  proposed  on-site 
sewage  disposal  estimates  and  investigated  an  odor  complaint  with  the 
Deputy  Fire  Chief  Curran  regarding  the  wood  cutting  operation.  The  Director 
also  gave  input  to  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  on  a  question 
and  answer  fact  sheet  for  the  public  on  this  hazardous  waste  site. 

The  Director  has  contributed  input  to  the  Gulf  River  Association  for  their 
project  to  eliminate  sources  of  pollution  in  the  estuary.  The  Center  for  Student 
Coastal  Research  in  Cohasset,  which  also  includes  students  and  teachers  from 
Scituate,  has  also  received  input  and  support  from  the  Director  in  regard  to 
their  pollution  studies  and  grant  applications. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  the  Animal  Control 
Board  for  their  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  periodic  Rabies  Clinic 
for  dogs  and  cats. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  gratefully  thanks  our  loyal  and  capable 
staff:  Jennifer  Lamb  Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health,  Priscilla  Mullin, 
Secretary,  Eileen  Scotti,  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  our  consultants,  Nelly 
Janga,  Mary  Thomas,  Barbara  Thissell  and  Clint  Watson  for  their  service,  as 
well  as  those  town  departments,  officials,  and  employees  who  have  assisted 
with  our  efforts  this  year.

2004  was  definitely  a  year  in  motion.  Transportation  needs  for  seniors 
expanded  beyond  expectations;  programs  grew  out  of  our  limited  space  and 
into  other  locations  in  the  community;  and  the  very  long,  detailed,  diligent 
journey  towards  a  new  Senior  Center  was  overwhelming  supported  at 
September’s  special  town  meeting  with  a  resoundingly  positive  vote  to  go  for¬ 
ward  with  construction! 

NEW  SENIOR  CENTER  APPROVED  AT 
SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING! 

The  community  support  behind  building  a  new  Senior  Center  capped 
years  of  tireless  efforts  by  numerous  volunteers  who  studied  the  needs  of  our 
seniors  through  surveys  and  focus  groups,  developed  a  strategic  plan,  and 
campaigned  and  advocated  for  the  design  and  construction  of  a  new  building. 
So  many  people  have  been  involved  over  the  years  and  we  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  them  for  their  support,  dedication,  and  commitment.  Listing  each 
name  would  consume  too  many  pages  in  this  report  (!),  however,  we  would 
be  remiss  if  we  did  not  call  special  attention  to  COA  Board  Chairperson 
Kristen  Gotter,  Vice  Chair  Val  Baker,  and  fellow  board  members  Tara  Stone, 
Kate  Granigan,  Peg  D'Onofrio,  Celeste  Santee,  Dr.  Gordon  Price,  and  Jerry 
Wild  who  led  this  past  year’s  campaign  to  get  the  vote  for  construction.  And 
of  course,  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  voters  at  the  September  special  town 
meeting  who  took  the  time  to  come  out  and  support  our  seniors. 

DRIVING  SUPPORT  HOME... 

Support  is  the  operative  word  at  the  Council  on  Aging  and  this  year  we 
were  proud  to  increase  that  support  in  the  areas  of  medical  transportation  and 
outreach  advocacy.  Social  service  cuts  made  by  outside  agencies  impacted 
every  aspect  of  COA  programming.  To  respond  to  the  gaps  created  by  the 
reduction  in  homecare,  Medicare,  and  personal  care  services,  the  COA 
restructured  our  team  approach  to  take  on  a  more  social  service-oriented 
focus.  Some  highlights  of  our  past  year  include: 

•  967  medical  rides  provided  to  seniors.  The  COA  van  provided  315 
to  local  appointments  in  Scituate  and  Cohasset.  Our  generous  volun¬ 
teers  offered  178  trips  for  out  of  town  medical  appointments.  A  five- 
town  grant  in  which  we  collaborate,  supplied  5 1  trips  in  and  out  of 
Boston  for  Scituate  seniors.  And  Scituate’s  LINK  program  for  dis¬ 
abled  seniors  and  adults  logged  423  medical  trips  throughout  the 
South  Shore  and  beyond. 

•  In  FY2004,  we  provided  238  seniors  with  approximately  22,000 
rides.  In  April  our  new  2003  van,  obtained  through  our  securement 
of  a  federal  grant,  went  on  the  road  to  assist  in  our  daily  transporta- 
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tion  program.  Non-medical  transportation  was  provided  for  COA 
programs,  SSES  nutrition  site,  Thursday  lunch,  weekly  shopping, 
hairdressers,  and  harbor  runs. 

•  A  disconcerting  growth  in  elders-at-risk  was  faced  by  our  part-time 
(25  hrs/wk)  Outreach  Coordinator  who  advised  280  different  elders 
at  risk  in  2004,  resulting  in  1180  contacts  for  case  management. 
In  addition,  Outreach  averaged  25  office  visits  per  month  and  a  min¬ 
imum  of  six  home  visits  per  month  to  assist  elders  with  fuel  assis¬ 
tance  and  other  benefit  issues.  Prescription  costs  and  healthcare 
changes  created  an  onrush  of  insurance-related  calls  to  Outreach  for 
counseling.  Calls  and  visits  inquiring  about  housing  options,  tax 
abatements  and  referrals  for  homecare  continued  to  climb  as  well  as 
did  calls  from  adult  children  and  grandchildren  of  seniors  for  advice 
on  support. 

•  Responding  to  requests  for  caregiver  support,  we  began  a 
Family/Friends  Caregiver  Support  Program  in  April,  facilitated 
by  Joan  Wright  and  held  monthly  at  St  Mary’s  Parish  Center.  The 
program  has  grown  in  membership  and  has  expanded  into  offering 
support  beyond  the  monthly  meetings. 

•  The  COA  Senior  Escort  Shopping  Program  resumed  with  a  staff 
person  as  the  escort  offering  assistance  to  physically  and  cognitively 
challenged  seniors. 

•  The  COA  initiated  a  safety  awareness/safety  response  program 
with  the  Scituate  Police  to  create  a  picture  database  of  seniors  who 
are  at  high  risk  of  wandering  due  to  dementia  or  cognitive  disorder. 
This  voluntary  program  allows  family  members  to  supply  the  COA 
and  police  with  a  photo  and  pertinent  personal  information  about  a 
loved  one  so  that  information  is  immediately  available  in  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  event  that  the  person  wanders  away  from  home  and  becomes 
lost  in  the  community.  Scituate  police  intend  expand  the  program  to 
cognitively  challenged  children  in  the  community  as  well. 

•  The  COA  Handyman  Program  continued  to  thrive  in  spite  of  the 
end  of  its  federal  funding,  serving  161  seniors  and  providing  286 
hours  of  service  in  2004.  In  December,  we  developed  a  working  rela¬ 
tionship  with  the  area  schools  to  match  students  with  seniors  who 
need  show  shoveling.  Thanks  to  New  England  weather,  this  has 
become  increasingly  popular! 

•  Participation  in  Joint  Efforts,  PACE,  Bridge,  Tai  Chi,  Book  Club, 
Quilting,  Computer  lessons  and  Scrabble  continued  to  work  around 
the  nutrition  program  at  the  Senior  Center  while  many  special  pro¬ 
grams  also  squeezed  in  to  offer  insights  on  insurance  and  health  care 
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programs,  and  instruction  in  floral  design,  watercolor,  and  crafts. 
Public  Health  Nurse  Eileen  Scotti  provided  monthly  blood  pressure 
and  blood  glucose  clinics;  CO  A  fielded  an  abundance  of  calls  relat¬ 
ed  to  the  fall  flu  shot  shortage  as  well  as  provided  transportation  to 
the  clinics.  Our  monthly  Ask  a  Lawyer  program  provided  counsel  for 
56  seniors  this  past  year. 

•  Off-site,  the  8:59  Breakfast  met  at  Pier  44  accommodating  an  aver¬ 
age  of  43  men  each  month.  Senior  Softball  scored  record  turnouts 
each  week  throughout  the  season  fielding  over  five  teams  playing  up 
to  three  times  a  week.  Senior  Golf  teed  off  each  Tuesday  testing  the 
skills  of  60  men  and  women. 

The  year  was  busy  yet  enormously  gratifying  in  the  numbers  of  seniors 
we  assisted,  the  overwhelming  support  at  special  town  meeting,  and  the  ded¬ 
ication  of  so  many  volunteers  who  helped  us  throughout  the  year.  I  am  most 
grateful  to  our  van  drivers  and  volunteer  medical  drivers  who  helped  us  “drive 
the  support  home”  and  the  COA  Board  of  Directors  and  Scituate  Senior 
Association  (SSA)  board  and  members  who  have  worked  so  hard  to  help  build 
the  COA  a  new  home!  And  I  am  privileged  to  work  with  such  dedicated  pro¬ 
fessionals  as  Mary  Kennedy  Dean,  Nancy  Lafauce,  Jill  Johnston,  and  Siobhan 
Lahore,  whose  commitment  to  seniors  is  inspirational.  On  behalf  of  them,  I 
respectfully  submit  this  2004  annual  report.

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VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Director/Officer  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility  and  deci¬ 
sion  making  in  the  daily  administration  and  management  of  the  Veterans 
Services  Department. 

The  Veterans  Services  Officer  is  the  person  charged  with  taking  applica¬ 
tions  for  veterans  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and  medical  assistance 
to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents.  He  acts  as  the  veteran  bur¬ 
ial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the  deceased  veterans  in  accordance  with 
state  regulations.  His  job  is  to  serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
whatever  capacity  he  can.  Some  of  the  services  provided  are: 

•  The  disbursement  of  monetary  and  medical  benefits 

•  Counseling,  advising  and  assisting  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
procuring  entitlements  for  which  they  may  be  eligible 

•  Assisting  in  housing,  employment,  medical  and  educational  needs 
for  veterans  and  their  families 

•  Assist  in  job  search  and  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation 

•  Attend  the  appeal  process  by  veterans/dependents  that  are  litigated 
through  the  Department  of  Veteran  Services 

•  Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying  for  or 
receiving  monetary  or  medical  assistance 

•  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care  facilities  to 
ensure  veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and  entitle¬ 
ments 

•  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the  community 

•  Act  as  liaison  between  veterans  and  veterans  organizations  and  the 
elected  officials  in  the  Town  of  Scituate 

•  Ensure  all  veterans  graves  and  memorials  are  respected  and  main¬ 
tained  properly 

•  Seeks  out  veterans/dependents  in  need  or  unaware  of  available  ben¬ 
efits 

•  Assist  to  arrange/provide  transportation  to  veterans  hospitals  or  clin¬ 
ics 

•  Make  appropriate  referrals  for  veterans/dependents  to  Social

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Circulation  of  materials  totaled  228,100  in  FY  2004.  The  delivery  sys¬ 
tem,  managed  by  the  Regional  Library  System,  delivered  15,221  items  to 
Scituate  Library  users  from  other  libraries.  17,954  items  owned  by  the 
Scituate  Library  were  transported  to  other  communities  to  fill  patron  requests. 
Patrons  accessed  the  Internet  through  library  connections  20,800  times. 
53,237  “hits"  were  recorded  on  the  library  web  page,  scituatetownlibrary.org. 

In  FY  ’04  the  library  was  open  a  total  of  3,266.5  hours.  97,735  people 
visited  the  library.  19,602  reference  questions  were  answered.  2,415  children 
attended  91  programs.  1,395  adults  attended  33  programs.  69  volunteers 
donated  744  hours  of  service. 

On  May  14,  The  Scituate  Library  Foundation  held  its  second  annual  gala 
dinner  to  support  the  endowment  fund  campaign.  The  sold-out  event,  held  at 
The  River  Club,  was  a  rousing  success  with  William  Martin  as  the  guest 
author  and  Perri  Klass  the  recipient  of  the  Silver  Paddle  Award.  Former 
library  director,  Virginia  Heffernan,  received  a  special  award  for  her  dedica¬ 
tion  and  years  of  service  Eighteen  names  are  currently  on  the  Benefactor’s 
Board.  The  Reference  Department  has  been  named  in  memory  of  L.  Jean 
Dunphy  ,  and  Evelyn  and  J.  Paul  Finnegan  have  given  their  names  to  the 
Children’s  Room.  As  a  result,  the  Foundation  Endowment  Fund  has  almost 
reached  twenty  percent  of  its  goal  of  $500,000.00.  I  sincerely  appreciate  the 
generosity  of  the  donors,  as  well  as  the  many  hours  of  work  given  by  the 
members  of  the  Foundation  Board  and  its  committees. 

In  its  endeavor  to  increase  programming,  the  library  cooperated  with 
other  community  groups  with  similar  missions.  As  a  member  of  the 
Community  Partnership  for  Children,  the  library  received  funding  to  provide 
children’s  programming.  The  library  co-sponsored  programs  the  Scituate 
Garden  Club  and  the  Scituate  Arts  Association.  Front  Street  Bookshop  and  the 
Scituate  Library  Foundation  co-sponsored  author  talks  in  a  continuing  series 
of  programs.  During  school  vacation  week  in  February,  The  Friends  of  the 
Library  sponsored  two  very  popular  science  programs  for  middle  grade  stu¬ 
dents.  Throughout  the  year,  Micki  Appleby,  voluntarily  conducted  bi-week¬ 
ly  chess  instruction  classes  for  Scituate  children. 

The  staff  and  trustees  of  the  library  have  endeavored  to  provide  a  profes¬ 
sionally  selected  collection  of  library  materials  in  a  variety  of  formats  to  sat¬ 
isfy  the  demands  of  this  dynamic  community.  Participation  in  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Network  makes  the  holdings  of  the  28  members  available  to  our  citi- 
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zens.  The  Scituate  library  receives  most  of  its  Internet  connectivity  through  its 
membership  in  OCLN  (two  connections  are  provided  by  Comcast.) 

The  state  of  Massachusetts,  through  its  Regional  Library  Program,  pro¬ 
vides  a  delivery  system  connecting  all  libraries,  continuing  education  to 
library  staff  members,  a  system  to  oversee  mediated  inter-library  loans,  and  it 
provides  expensive  information-based  databases  accessible  to  Scituate  resi¬ 
dents  through  the  Old  colony  Library  Network. 

The  cuts  in  state  programs  have  affected  the  library  in  the  following 
ways.  The  reduction  in  Direct  State  Aid  to  Libraries  reduced  the  funds  avail¬ 
able  for  the  purchase  of  library  materials.  The  state  usually  reimburses  the 
automated  networks  for  their  telecommunication  costs  (Internet  service  lines). 
This  has  been  cut,  resulting  in  these  costs  being  passed  along  to  the  individ¬ 
ual  communities  -  $150,000.00,  in  total  for  OCLN.  The  regional  library  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  cut  by  $23.8%  resulting  in  the  elimination  of  compensation  for 
net  lending,  a  reduction  in  delivery  service,  a  reduction  in  continuing  educa¬ 
tion,  a  need  to  pass  on  some  Inter-library  loan  charges,  and  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  informational  databases  provided. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the  membership  drive 
and  the  book  sales,  continued  to  support  the  library  by  providing  funding  for 
programming,  museum  passes,  books,  DVDs,  videocassettes,  music  CDs,  and 
books-on-tape  and  books-on-CD.  Thanks  to  the  Friends,  the  ramifications 
from  reduced  state  aid  and  municipal  level  funding  were  kept  to  a  minimum. 

Volunteers  from  the  community  assisted  the  library  staff  by  providing 
programs  for  children  and  adults,  by  processing  and  shelving  library  materi¬ 
als,  and  by  beautifying  the  library  with  art  exhibits  and  landscaping.  I  would 
like  to  give  recognition  to  Glenn  Doyle  for  the  many  selfless  hours  spent 
improving  the  reliability  of  our  public  computers.  Sixty-nine  dedicated  citi¬ 
zens  provided  744  hours  of  volunteer  service  to  the  library. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  individuals,  community  organizations  and 
businesses  that  supported  the  library  through  their  donations  of  time  and 
money.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  elected  and  appointed  town  officials, 
the  employees  of  the  town,  and  the  community  at  large  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement.

Did  you  know  the  Scituate  Town  Library  is  open  more  hours  than  any 
other  library  in  the  area?  This  is  something  that  library  personnel  are  quite 
proud  of  considering  the  tight  budgetary  constraints.  Again,  comparing  our¬ 
selves  to  other  public  libraries  in  the  area  we  run  our  library  with  one  of  the 
lowest  budgets  (income  per  capita)  but  one  of  the  higher  volumes.  In  other 
words  we  are  operating  effectively,  efficiently.  Thank  you,  library  staff,  for 
your  effort. 

Because  the  use  of  the  library  continues  to  grow  in  many  directions  but 
not  our  budget,  we  need  to  make  sure  we  hold  up  the  quality  of  the  institution. 
We  have  developed  a  focus  on  customer  service  over  the  past  year  and  it  will 
continue  to  grow  and  expand.  We  recognized  the  problems  and  frustrations 
that  nonfunctioning  computer  equipment  creates  and  have  put  steps  in  place 
to  provide  on-going  computer  maintenance. 

This  year  as  every  year  the  beneficent  organization,  The  Friends  of  the 
Library,  through  their  hard  work,  has  supplemented  the  funding  of  library 
materials.  The  Friends  continue  to  positively  impact  the  quality  of  the  library. 
Thank  you  to  all  who  have  contributed  and  who  have  worked  as  a  Friend. 

Once  again  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  has  been  hard  at  work  fund 
raising  to  increase  the  endowment  funds  of  the  library.  The  SLF’s  annual 
Gala  held  in  May  drew  a  full  crowd  and  honored  noted  author,  William  Martin 
&  well-known  pediatrician  and  advocate  Dr  Perri  Klass.  A  special  award,  the 
“Virginia  Heffernan  Award”,  was  established  for  an  individual’s  significant 
contribution  to  the  Scituate  Library.  Virginia  Heffernan,  long  time  former 
director  of  the  Scituate  Library  graciously  accepted  the  award.  Please  look 
out  for  future  activities  offered  by  the  Foundation  and  keep  them  in  mind  for 
endowment  contributions. 

In  summary  it  has  been  a  very  successful  year.  You  can  consult  the 
Library  Director’s,  Kathy  Meeker,  report  to  see  the  volume  and  the  activities 
and  programs  the  library  engaged  in  this  past  year  and  the  kinds  of  materials 
we  continued  to  purchase.

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SCITUATE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  2004  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  Members  Vincent 
O’Brien,  Chairman,  Michelle  Francis,  Joshua  McKain,  Kathleen  Judge  and 
Christopher  Wood. 

We  said  good-bye  to  Steve  Chase  who  resigned  after  serving  faithfully 
for  many  years.  We  welcomed  as  Associate  Members  Kelly  Hendricks,  Paul 
Sharry  and  Bruce  Wait. 

Chris  Wood  has  been  appointed  to  represent  this  Commission  on  the  St. 
Frances  Cabrini  Study  Committee.  This  Commission  was  involved  in  the 
purchase  of  Scituate  Marine  Boatyard  on  Edward  Foster  Road.  We  look  for¬ 
ward  the  opportunities  this  boatyard  will  afford  our  Community. 

We  continue  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Field  Study 
Committee  to  locate  and  develop  new  fields  and/or  restore  existing  fields.  We 
have  obtained  funds  from  the  Community  Preservation  Committee  to  devel¬ 
op  the  Hatherly  School  field.  We  are  still  working  with  Public  Works  to 
address  the  completion  of  this  construction. 

60%  of  our  budget  pays  for  our  lifeguard  services  and  the  remainder  pays 
for  one  full  time  Recreation  Director,  part  time  clerical  support  and  minimal 
support  services  such  as  machine  maintenance,  office  &  cleaning  supplies, 
postage,  mileage  and  dues. 

Along  with  planning,  organizing  and  executing  the  special  events  listed 
below  we  also  run  about  300  classes  a  year,  which  entails  once  again,  plan¬ 
ning  and  staffing  and  then  registering  the  more  than  5000  participants 
(between  special  events  and  programs).  Our  programs  are  100%  self-support¬ 
ing  through  user’s  fees  in  our  revolving  account.  The  user’s  fees  pay  for  the 
instructors,  supplies  and  in  addition  support  our  department.  Last  year,  it  paid 
for  over  $40.173.38  in  office  staff  and  expenses,  such  as:  printing  and  postage 
of  our  quarterly  brochure,  new  rug  in  Multi  Purpose  Room,  office  supplies, 
computer  support,  floors  washed  and  waxed  quarterly. 

The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  hosts  a  number  of  annual  special 
events  throughout  the  year  such  as:  Egg  Hunt,  Music  Concerts,  Ski  Trips  and 
makes  a  number  of  donations  to  the  community.  Donations  this  past  year 
include:  New  Recreation  Software  for  the  Recreation  Department  ($15,000), 
phase  two  of  the  High  School’s  Early  Childhood  Playground  ($5000),  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  Little  League  Field  ($5000),  contributing  to  the  refinishing 
of  the  Gates  Intermediate  gym  floors,  as  well  as  their  yearly  donation  to 
Scituate  All  Night  Graduation  Party,  3  Scituate  High  School  Scholarships  and 
Scituate  Community  Christmas.  Also,  they  pay  for  the  maintenance  at  the  PJ 
Steverman  In-Line  Skating  Rink  at  Scituate  High  School. 
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On  behalf  of  the  board  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  citizens  who  assist 
us  in  our  programs,  in  addition  to  those  involved  in  other  town  and  youth  pro¬ 
grams,  for  their  assistance.  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their 
dedicated  and  diligent  work  during  this  time.

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


This  was  another  very  productive  year  for  the  Scituate  Historical  Society. 
Several  new  repair  projects  began  and  others  started  in  prior  years  were  com¬ 
pleted.  Below  is  the  chronological  order  of  work  carried  out  in  2004. 

In  January  work  was  completed  on  the  Lawson  Pedestrian  Gates.  This 
was  a  multiple  year  project  and  the  Lawson  Gates  on  Branch  Street  now  look 
much  as  they  did  when  Thomas  Lawson  and  his  family  occupied  Dreamwold. 

As  promised  in  the  2003  Town  Report,  the  Lawson  Tower  bells  were 
reinstalled  in  April  2004.  The  bells  were  removed  for  restoration  work  in 
December  2000.  Residents  were  thrilled  to  hear  the  bells  once  again  ring  out 
across  Scituate  Center  on  several  occasions  during  the  summer.  Additional 
work  was  also  completed  on  the  tower  structure.  Community  Preservation 
funds  were  used  to  restore  and  reinstall  the  bells  and  structure  repairs  came 
from  Capital  Improvement  funds  that  were  voted  at  the  2002  Town  Meeting. 

Additional  work  was  done  at  the  Cudworth  House  and  Barn  and  the  exte¬ 
riors  of  both  of  these  buildings  are  now  in  excellent  condition.  Funding  for 
this  work  was  a  combination  of  town  meeting  vote,  Community  Preservation 
Funding,  and  the  MBTA  Historic  Resources  Fund. 

Several  repair  projects  were  completed  at  the  keeper’s  cottage  at  Scituate 
Light.  The  most  visible  of  all  Society  projects  began  just  after  Labor  Day  on 
the  rapidly  deteriorating  brick  at  the  top  of  the  tower  at  Scituate  Light.  First 
the  tower  was  staged  and  then  the  outer  course  of  brick  was  removed  and  new 
brick  installed.  Next  spring  the  paint  on  the  lower  granite  section  will  be 
removed  and  the  entire  tower  repainted.  This  was  a  complex  project  that 
required  input  from  numerous  restoration  experts.  Funding  came  from  the 
MBTA  Historic  Resources  Fund. 

Also  in  September  work  commenced  on  the  Stockbridge  Gristmill.  This 
is  the  oldest  mill  in  the  United  States,  but  has  not  operated  in  a  number  of 
years.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  secured  the  services  of  a  millwright  with  vast 
experience  in  mill  restoration.  He  not  only  devised  a  restoration  plan,  but  also 
produced  a  study  that  documented  the  age  of  the  mill.  The  first  step  was  to 
remove  a  section  of  roof  so  the  early  1800’s  turbine  and  gear  assembly  could 
be  lifted  out  through  the  roof.  The  Society  is  indebted  to  Francis  Litchfield 
who  offered  his  expertise  and  equipment  without  charge  for  the  lifting  opera¬ 
tion.  In  the  late  fall  most  of  the  repairs  were  completed  to  the  mill  structure. 
We  anticipate  that  the  mill  will  again  be  operational  in  2005.  This  work  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  Community  Preservation  funding. 

The  Scituate  Historical  Society  is  fortunate  to  have  a  large  group  of  vol¬ 
unteers  to  carry  out  our  mission.  This  is  especially  exemplified  in  the  work  of 
Paul  and  Carol  Miles.  For  many  years  Paul  Miles  has  acted  as  the  clerk  of  the 
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works  for  most  of  our  restoration  projects.  In  addition  he  has  worked  closely 
with  town  officials  to  develop  the  necessary  budgets.  Carol  Miles  has  been 
equally  active  as  the  Society  archivist.  Carol  has  spent  many  years  cataloging 
literally  thousands  of  Society  documents  and  photographs.  Paul  and  Carol 
Miles  were  selected  as  Citizens  of  the  Year  for  2004  in  recognition  of  their 
many  years  of  dedication  to  the  Society  and  the  Town  of  Scituate.  It  was  an 
honor  well  deserved. 

The  Town  and  the  Society  are  very  fortunate  to  have  had  Dana  Green 
(Yankee  Wood  Products)  as  the  general  restoration  contractor  for  many  of 
these  projects  over  the  past  several  years.  Yankee  Wood  Products  has  demon¬ 
strated  the  unique  ability  to  handle  multiple  projects  at  the  same  time  and  pro¬ 
duce  high  quality  work. 

Again  this  year,  all  historic  sites  were  open  to  the  public  on  several  occa¬ 
sions  during  the  summer.  For  the  second  year,  a  large  number  of  volunteers 
worked  diligently  to  have  a  special  opening  at  the  Cudworth  House  and  barn 
in  November.  Cudworth  Thanksgiving,  as  it  was  called,  was  a  tremendous 
success. 

From  July  through  Heritage  Days,  The  Maritime  &  Irish  Mossing 
Museum  exhibited  local  maritime  art  done  by  Richard  Toomey,  an  art  teacher 
at  Gates  Intermediate  School.  The  exhibit  was  a  tremendous  success  and  gave 
residents  the  opportunity  to  see  the  Scituate  coast  from  the  eyes  of  a  very  tal¬ 
ented  artist. 

In  September  Town  Meeting  voted  to  purchase  Young’s  Boatyard.  The 
Society  was  an  active  participant  with  town  officials  and  others  who  worked 
hard  to  make  this  happen.  The  acquisition  of  this  property  was  a  major  step 
toward  preserving  Scituate’s  maritime  history. 

Providing  educational  opportunities  to  young  people  is  one  of  the  most 
important  missions  of  the  Scituate  Historical  Society.  We  were  pleased  that 
many  local  schools  took  advantage  of  our  offer  to  provide  special  tours  of  our 
sites.  Each  year  the  number  of  tour  requests  increases  and  we  are  anxious  to 
increase  school  tours  even  more  in  the  future. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  made  major  gains  in  assembling 
maritime  related  documents  for  the  maritime  section  of  our  library  at  the  Little 
Red  Schoolhouse.  Anyone  doing  research  on  lighthouses,  Massachusetts  ship¬ 
wrecks,  and  early  lifesaving  service  organizations  will  find  our  library  an 
invaluable  resource. 

Many  interesting  events  are  planned  for  2005  and  new  volunteers  are 
always  welcome.  One  of  our  goals  for  2005  is  to  increase  our  membership.  If 
residents  are  interested  in  volunteering  or  becoming  members,  a  quick  visit  to 
our  headquarters  is  all  that  is  required. 
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All  the  accomplishments  of  the  Scituate  Historical  Society  would  not  be 
possible  without  the  cooperation  of  town  officials,  our  many  volunteers,  and 
the  residents  of  Scituate.  Thank  you  all.

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SCITUATE  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  Beautification  Commission  had  a  busy  but  successful  year  in  2004 
as  we  continued  our  effort  to  enhance  the  town’s  appearance.  Adopt-a-Lot, 
a  major  focus  of  the  Commission,  currently  has  43  areas  that  are  maintained 
by  40  volunteers  or  have  plantings  and  maintenance  managed  by  the 
Commission.  In  the  past  three  years  in  addition  to  planting  annuals  on  the 
islands  we  increased  the  planting  of  perennials.  As  a  result,  this  year  we 
divided  perennials  and  enhanced  other  islands.  In  the  fall  of  2003  we  shared 
the  divided  perennials  with  George  Story  of  the  Scituate  Parks  and  Grounds 
Department  who  planted  a  new  area  at  the  front  entrance  of  the  Town  Hall.  In 
the  spring  of  2004  all  who  entered  the  Town  Hall  enjoyed  the  new  garden. 

The  daffodil  project,  now  in  its  sixth  year,  had  another  1,000  bulbs  plant¬ 
ed  throughout  town  in  the  fall  of  2004.  -  Watch  out  Nantucket! 

The  Commission  also  supports  and  coordinates  the  window  boxes  plant¬ 
ed  by  the  merchants  in  town.  This  project,  now  in  its  seventh  year,  has  steadi¬ 
ly  beautified  the  windows  of  storefronts  in  all  areas  of  Scituate. 

Due  to  the  severe  winter  last  year  our  volunteers  had  to  replace  many 
plants  that  had  died.  In  addition  many  overgrown  bushes  had  to  be  replaced 
due  to  the  height  regulations  of  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee. 

Individual  awards  were  not  given  to  business  establishments  this  year. 
The  Commission  sent  letters  to  the  Patriot  Ledger  and  Scituate  Mariner  con¬ 
gratulating  all  the  business  owners  for  a  job  well  done  in  spite  of  all  the  con¬ 
struction. 

The  Beautification  Commission  thanks  all  the  volunteers  who  give  their 
time  to  support  the  Commission’s  vision  for  our  town.  In  addition  to  our 
many  garden  volunteers  we  have  a  10-member  volunteer  board  that  meets 
monthly  to  plan  for  the  coming  year.  As  everyone  knows  the  MBTA  is  on  its 
way,  so  more  help  is  needed  either  on  the  board  or  helping  to  maintain  an 
island.

Please  join  us  to  help  make  Scituate 
more  beautiful.
